Indignation of Hearers 
Found a Voice. 
Senator Spooner Concludes His 
Masterly Oration. 

Seathing Arraignment of Men

ASHINGTON, May 31.—({Exctu-f 


sive Dispatch.] Today, for the 
first. time in many years a United 
States Senator was hissed upon the 
floor of the Senate for a statement that 


he had just made in debate. This Sen- 


ator was Carmack of Tennessee, who 
has been one of the leaders in the 
fight against the administration's Phil- 
ippine policy, and who has made some 
bitter attacks upon the United States 
army in the Philippines. 

During Senator Spooners great 
speech in defense of the army today, 
Senator Carmack got into an argu- 
ment with him over a letter, alleged 
to have been written from the Phil- 
ippines by a soldier, charging grave 
Offenses against army officers. 

“If the soldier is called upon to tes- 
tify,” declared Mr. Carmack, “I sup- 
pose he will repudiate his statement, as 
all soldiers in the Philippines are com- 
pelled to do.” 

This statement on the part of Mr. 
Carmack was greeted with an out- 
burst of hisses from every part of the 
Senate chamber—from gallery to

It was the climax to one of the most 
exciting days the Senate has seen for 
a long time. Senator Spooner’s two 
days’ speech in defense of of the army 
and administration came to à close 
amid great excitement, and the little 
giant from Wisconsin never «nveared 
to greater advantage in debate than 
today. During his four hours’ occu- 
pancy of the floor he directed his re- 
marks almost personally at Senator 
Hoar, whose great speech a few days 
ago against the Philippine policy was 
so bitter as to almost place him out- 
side of the Republican party.

One week ago Senator Hoar would 
have none of the McKinley and Roose- 
velt Philippine policy. He denounced 
it as wicked and vicious. Under Mr. 
Spooner’s mighty arguments today he 


| was forced to rise in his place and ad- 


mit that if the Philippine policy is 
ever settled, it must be by Repub- 
licans; that he could not look with 
confidence toward Democrats to help 
the country out of this trouble, and, 
finally, he was almost forced to con- 
fess, under great excitement, that his 
duty lay in the line of codperating 
with his Republican coHeagues to help 
them handle this great question. 

The final admission of the great 
Massachusetts Senator was almost a 
confession that he would vote for the 
pending Philippines bill, if it were 
slightly amended, in particulars that 
he suggested. It has long been under- 
stood that these amendments are to 
be made, so it is not improbable that 
Senator Spooner today performed the 
herculean task of changing Senator 
Hoar’s mind upon a matter that Sena- 
tor Hoar considers to be by far the 
greatest since the Civil War.

HE FINDS THREE VENTS.

FROM ROUGH RIDERS. 


ASHINGTON, May 31.—{Exclu- 
W sive Dispatch.] Whether Roose- 

velt’s Rough Riders led the 
| charge up San Juan Hill, and whether 
it should be so stated in school his- 
tories in use in this city and country 
is a question which may yet cause as 
much comment as the Sampson Schiey 
controversy. All histories now in use in 
the public schools have eliminated the 
statement that the Rough Riders led 
the assault up San Juan Hill. The 
President’s attention has been called to 
this fact. In a letter written by John 
n. Daish of this city it is charged that 
praise of the services of the Rough 
Riders, the Seventy-first New York 
Regiment, and other volunteer troops 
was expurgated from the histories by 
the Board of Education, presided over 
by Gen. H. H. Boynton, who, during 
the war, was major-general of volun- 


teers, and president of the brevet 
board. 
In a book “The Leading Facts of 


American History,” 
which was used as a text-book in the 
“public schools here, there appears the 
following account of the Rough Riders’ 
participating in the battle of San Juan 
Hill: 

“At the beginning of the war Theo- 
dore Roosevelt, then Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, suggested raising a 
force of volunteer cavalry. The regt- 
ment, which later became known as 
Roosevelt's Rough Riders, was re- 
cruited by Col. Wood, and Lieut.-Col. 
Roosevelt. Many of the Rough Riders 
were cowboys from Texas, and other 
parts of the West. ey were joined 
by college graduates, club men and 
sons of wealthy families from the East, 
who were equally daring and equally 
fond of adventure. 

“At the battle of San Juan, Roose- 
velt, at the head of the Rough Riders, 
led the assault, and they, with * gal- 
lant regulars (both black and White.) 
joined by part of the Seventy-first 
New York Volunteers, carried all be- 

fore them.”

the Rough Riders in this charge, as it 
appears in the text-books now used: 


“At the beginning of the war Theo-. 
dore Roosevelt resigned the office of

Col. Leonard Wood took com- 
mand of this regiment, in which 
Roosevelt held the position of lleuten- 
ant-colonel. The regiment was popu- 
larly known as Roosevelt's Rough Rid- 
ers. It included cowboys from the 
West and college graduates and sons 
of wealthy families from the East.” 
In his letter to the President, Mr. 
Daish says: “As a result, the new 
edition disagrees with all accounts pub- 
lished at the time, and more especially 
with your account, but it is neverthe- 
less in use in the district public schools 
and in several States. My purpose in 
making this statement is thdt the brave 
deeds of ‘Roosevelt's Rough Riders’ 
may be properly taught to our children; 
that the valor, daring and patriotism 
of the First Volunteer Cavairy may be 
an example for our future citizens.” 
With his letter Mr. Daish sent ex- 
tracts fro the President's own ac- 
count of tht charge of the Rough Rid- 
ers, written in 1899, and also an ex- 
tract from Edward Marshall's book, 
“The Story of the Rough Riders,“ 
which says: “They (the Rough Rid- 
ere) led the army in charge up San 
Juan Hill.” Daish’s statements con- 
cluded with an extract from Gen. H. V. 
Boynton's report on the errors which, 
he says, existed in the first edition of 
the history. Regarding the first edi- 
tion, Gen. Boynton’s report said: 
“While there is no doubt of Col. Roose- 
velt's reckless courage before San- 
tiago, it would be difficult to write a 
more erroneous paragraph, as every- 


one knows who has studied the details 


of the battle of San Juan Hi. 

Gen, Boynton, in his official capac- 
ity as president of the brevet board 
during the war, made a careful study 
of the various positions of the army 
while at Santiago, and generally is 
regarded as a most conservative man. 
He served with distinction through- 
out the Civil War. No comment can 
be obtained from the White House 
on Gen. Boynton’s report. '

Expected 


British Public Regards 
Lord Kitchener.

LONDON, May 21.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.) If a definite announ:sement of 
pepe in South Africa is made on Mon- 
day, as expected, that night will bid 
fair to rival the celebration which 
occurred when the relief of Mafeking 
was Officially announced in May, 1900. 
Throughout London arrangements 
have already been made for numerous 
peace dinners. The aristocracy will 
“mafmfik’’ on no small scale, and doubte 
less the denizens of White Chapel and 
the East End quarters will invade 
the Strand and other theroughfares 
with their wild exultation. 

For Monday afternoon, every seat 
in the House of Commons is already 
prempted. If the statement of the 
government leader, A. J. Balfour, 
comes up to expectations Nttle 
be done in the United Kingdom that 
day, except exult over the end of the 
war that has tried the spirit of the 
nation to its uttermost. Already the 
wiseacres are saying that Lord Kitch- 
ener will be made an earl, and receive 
the thanks of Parliament, ac:om- 
panied by a substantial grant ot 
money. 

One of the most curious features of 
the war is the remarkable way in 
which Lord itechener has deepened 
the awesome respect akin to fear, wiih 
which the British nation regards him 
and his laconic reports, and his ut- 
terly independent prosecution f the 
campaign in South Africa has . — 
ened his military reputation to such 
an extent that he has. actually be- 
come a god to the average man in 
the street. Yet he is universally ad- 
mitted to have next to nothing in 
common with his countrymen. 

As Lord Kitchener star has as 
ended, so has Lord Roberts's de 
lined. The general optimism of the 
old fighter, who is now commander-in- 
chief, grates so bitterly upon a people 
severely overtaxed for the war which 


ished, that the spontaneous popularity 
which made him the hero of the ju- 
bilee procession could never be re- 
peated at the coronation. Indeed, it is 
likely to be transformed into a .hostile 
demonstration, in, which Gen. Buller’s 
name may, be greeted with cheers. 

However, peace is undoubtedly the 
question of the hour, and Lord 
Kitchener is once more the man of 
the moment. Lord Milner may or 
may not have played an important 
pert in the peace negotiations, but 
popular and political opinions assign 
' the ex-sirdar of the Egyptian forces 

> bringing about of the present ne- 
gotiations. This feeling is by no means 
confined to outsiders. Great financial

JAPAN’S RICHEST MAN. 
WILL CONFER WITH MORGAN. 
(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES,} 
SAN FRANCISCO, May 31.—(Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.} Baron Shibusawa, the 
richest man in Japan, is here, on his 
way to New York, where he is to con- 
fer with J. Plerpont Morgan over the 
union of all the steamship companies 
of the Pacific Ocean. He will also make 
a study of steel plants and shipyards. 
‘Baron Shibusawa is 63 years old, tall 
and dignified. He is the leading direc- 
tor and largest owner in forty banks, 
commercial houses and industrial es- 
tablishments. His wealth is estimated 
ai $100,000,000. He is to the industrial 
existence of Japan what the Marquis 
7 is to its diplomats and political 

e. 

The Baron is a good deal of a diplo- 
mat, and through his interpreter he 
returns guarded answers when asked 
if his visit to Morgan did not mean 
a Pacific-Ocean-carrying trust. A 
Washington dispatek two weeks ago, 
stated definitely that negotiations were 
afoot for the Morgantzation“ of the 
Pacific, and the Baron is accompanied 
by a full and capable staff of secre- 
taries, business men, engineers and 
interpreters. He practically controle 
the destiny of the biggest Japanese 
shipping concern, the Nippon Yusen 
Kaisha (Japanese Imperial Mall,) 
which has a large fleet of splendid 
steamers; he is heavily interested also 
in at least two other Japanese lines; 
he controls the Ishikawajima Ship- 
building and Dock Company and the 
Hakodate dock; he owns railroads and 
banks in Japan, as well as in Korea. 
When all these things are considered, 
his visit to Morgan suggests big things. 

When asked directly about a ship- 
ping trust, the Baron replied that the 
subsidy laws of Japan would prevent 
such a combination, but he smiled as- 
tutely when his attention was calied 
to the fact that England and Ger- 
many had far stricter laws than Ja- 
pan, and yet the steamship companies 
in those countries had no difficulty in 
combining with Morgan.

“I suppose. said Mr. Spooner, that 
the Senator from Tennessee wl claim 
the Filipino army was composed ct 
liberty-loving, patriotic and law-abid.- 
ing citizens.” |. 

Mr. Carmack said he assumed that 
it was not an army made up of out- 
laws and ruffians. 

Mr. Spooner said that one of the 
leading generals of the Filipino army— 
Rio del Pilar—was notoriously the 
leader of a band of cutthroats and 
outiaws.- 

Mr. Carmack declared that if. the 
charge“ of Mr. Spooner was accurat 
Admiral Dewey ought to be bran 
and turned out of the navy. 

Mr. Spooner retorted that that was 
only one of the Democratic charges 
against the army and navy. He de- 
slared Aguinaldo’s arfiny was an army 
which had demanded to enter Manila 
for loot and rapine: which had vio- 
lated the rules of civilized warfare: 
which had perpetrated atrecities, not 
oniyx upon American prisoners, but 
upon countless thousands of Filipinos 
und who had respected neither sex. 

AGUINALDO’'S GOVERNMENT. 

Mr. Spooner referred to the diary of 
one of the officers of Aguinaldo, who 
described the peregrinations of Agul- 
nz ido. Mr. Spooner said Aguinaldo 
had a “government of proclamationa, 
of confiscations and assassinations, 
and the evidence of all shows it.“ 

Mr. Spooner quoted from the diary 
referred to, to show that Aguinaldo 
had said that once the independence 
of the Filipinos was declared he (Agul- 
naldo). and his friends would take a 
trip to Europe with an allowance of 
$1,000,000 for expenses. Mr. Spooner re- 
ferred to the last Presidential cam- 
paign, and the candidacy of Mr. Bryan 
and to the assertions of the Filipino 
leaders that the success of Democracy 
meant the independence of the Fili- 
pinos; then after saying that the 
American people had passed upon the 
‘Philippine question at the polls, added: 

“You cannot charge upon the rati- 
fication of the treaty, nor upon the 
sending of our army to the Philip- 
pines all the bloodshed or all the cruel- 
ties that came to that army.” 

He thought it was an unhappy 
thing that words of encouragement. 
words denouncing the Senate for hav- 
ing bought unconstitutionally the sov- 
erelgnty of the Philippines. should go 
to the Philippines. saving that we were 
violating the Dec'tnaration of Independ- 
ence, and promising that in case of 
Democratic at the polls, the 
Filipinos would be granted independ- 
ence under a protectorate.

SENATOR HOAR EXPLAINS. 
Mr. Spooner said to Mr. Hoar that 
if he did not believe his party was 
right, and could not act with it, he

Mr. Hoar said he did not believe the 
Democratic party was right in its 


view of the question. He believed that 
the Republican party would work out 
the problem right in the end, but 
that they should be shown that their 
present policy was wrong. He could 
not be expected to abandon a party in

NIGHT SESSION. 

At the opening of the night session 
Mr. Carmack of Tennessee who had 
made several speeches during the de- 
bate, took the floor. In explanation of 
the protracted nature of the debate he 
said it had been carried on by the mi- 
nority in the hope that the bill would 
be purged of its most objectionable 
features. All hope of substantial 
amendment of the bill was now aban- 
doned. 

Mr. Carmack insisted it was the dut 
of the majority to everybody concerned, 
the American people as weil as the 
Filipinos, to prociaim what is to be the 
ultimate purpose of the administration 
in the Philippines. 

The charge that Democratic Senators 
had defamed and slandered the Ameri- 
can army, he-(Carmack) denounced as 
a truthless calumny. 

He quoted extracts from many Re- 
publican papers denouncing the brutal 
ity of Gen. Smith's order. Let, he 
said, Mr. Lodge had found in the tor- 
tures inflicted in the Philippines only 
natural acts of vengeance. The apoli- 
ogists of lynchings in the South.“ he 
continued, “will find able support in 
the statements of the nator from 
Massachusetts. I have never sought 
to uphold mob law, nor the practice of 
lawless vengeance upon any criminal, 
no matter how black his crime.” 

Mr. (Carmack referred to President 
Roosevelt's Memorial Day address at 
Arlington, saying that he judged from 
what the President had said about 
lynchings in the South, that cry was 
to be the administration's favorite 
ground of defense of its policy in the 
Philippines. He had thought that th 
waving of the bloody shirt was an ef- 
fort to revive sectional hatred. 

“But I admit I was mistaken,” sald 
he. “The Republicans used to keep the 
Southern outrages mill grinding, hold 
ing up our terrible and bloody deeds 
to the execration of mankind. That 
was for political purposes. Now thev 
are seeking precedents to excuse thei- 
volle in the Philippines. The Pre- 
dent gives the cue. He says it fs th 
same old rebel vell. from the seme 910% 
people who vilified Grant ard Lin- 
coln as they are now villfving the 
great ard maenanimous Smith. 

“Oh! Mr. President, vou cannot throw 
Aust in the eves of the people in that 
wav. This attempt at diversion wil! 
not 60.“ 

At 10:20 m., Mr. Carmack con- 
eluded. and the Senate adjourned. 


HEAR BUENCAMINO. 
HOUSE COMMITTEE. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P M.) 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—Felip Bu- 
encamino, formerly of Aguinaldo’s 
cabinet, was before the House Com- 
mittee on Insular Affairs today. He 
said his country, the Philippines, was 
like a sick man convalescing from a 
dangerous illness. It was still bleed- 
from the wounds of the war. Its aspi- 
rations were those of Washington— 
liberty with justice, under Ameriean 
sovereignty, Which they loved. It 
looked to Congress to give it a just 
and liberal government. He detailed 
the facts connected with the early up- 
rfsing of the Filipinos. Aguinaido 
was an idol, and the people believed 
him when he told them that Dewey 
had promised them independence. He 
reviewed all that had been done since 
the outbreak, and spoke of the grad- 
ual extension of American authority 
and practical pacification of the 
greater part of the islands. 

There were now 00 municipalities 
established, and they had prov at- 
isfactory. Under the Taft system, he 
said, the Filipinos have greater lib- 
erty than they would have enjoyed 
under the Aguinaldo government, had 
it been established. Gov. Taft was 
now the idol of the people. He said 
the people wf the Philippines wished to 
have the political status fixed, 
whether they are Americans or Fili- 
pinos. He preferred that they should 
be Americans. The happiness ‘of the 
people depended on American sov- 
ereignty. 

“We would like to know what we 
are,” he eaid, with emphasis. “Are we 
Americans, or are we Filipinos? This 
is the question impressed upon me by 
the Federal party and by the Filipino 
people.“ 

He approved the plan of a legis- 
lative assembly of the Filipino people. 
“But,” said he, “do not call it a Fil- 
pino assembly: let the members mee: 
as Americans, and let the assembly be 
American.” 

Soor Buencamino spoke of the many 
schoole and the improved educational 
methods, the Filipino families no longer 
finding it necessary to send their chil- 
dren to Maniia, as the local schools 
were ample. Instead of 1200 American 
teachers, he said there should be 6000, 
and the salaries should be doubled, in 
order to secure the best material. 

Speaking of education, he said the 
friars were hostile to the American 
government.

ELEVEN THOUSAND MEN. 

One-third of the Total Force of Sixty- 

six Thousand Will Always Be on 


Duty in Philippines Under New Regu- 
lations. 


(RY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M} 

WASHINGTON, May 31.—By the di- 
rection of the President, Secretary Root 
has issued a general order decreasing 
the strength of our permanent estab- 
lishment and changing the ratio of its 
make-up as provided in the general or- 
der issued last May, to carry out the 
army reorganization law. Under the 
general order of last May the total 
strength of the army was fixed at 77. 
287 men. The order issued today re- 
duces this figure to 66,497, a reduction 
of 10,799. 

In the cavalry branch of the serv- 
ice the old order specified twelve troops 
of eighty-five men each to a regiment: 
the new order establishes twelve troops 
of seventy-five each. This will decrease 
the total strength of the fiffeen cavalry 
regiments from 15,840 to 14.040. 

In the artillery branch the coast 
contingent will be kept at its former 
strength of 126 companies of 109 en- 
listed men each, or a total of 13,734, 
but the field artillery will be reduced 
from 30 batteries of 160 men each to 28 
batteries (25 light and 3 mountain) of 
120 each. Provision is made in the 
new order for two siege batteries, each 
with a strength of 160 men, which,’ in 
addition to the light and mountain bat- 
teries, will give the artillery corps a 
total enlisted strength of 17,742, as 
against the 18,862 men provided in the 
former order. 

The new order reduces the number 
of men to an infantry company from 
104 to 80, and our thirty regiments of 
twelve companies each will now give 
a total infantry force of 29 880, insten a 
of 33,520. The strength of the en 
gineer branch remains as formeriy, as 
does also the strength of the staff e- 
partments.

Dr. MacLeod Differs on 
“Predestination.” 
Children’s dine Festival— 


Other Matters Concerning 
the Local Churches. 


That sturdy ald patriarch of Pres- 
byterianism, Rev. Dr. IL. P. Crawfvurd 
of Pasadena who told the readers of. 
The Times in his own inimitable way, 
how he declined to subscribe to thiece 
certain parts of the Confession of 
Faith, when he was ordained to the 
ministry, fifty years ago, said yester- 
day: 

“IT had no idea that the brief state- 
ment I made to your reporter, on the 
subject of creed revision, would stir 
up a theological hornet’s nest, and 
bring the insects buzzing about tiny 
old ears, but such has been the re- 
sult. . 

“AS @ matter of course, in the five 
minutes given to the subject, while 
my supper was getting cold, it was 
not possible to state fully and clearly 
my views so now I want to give, as 
nearly as I can, the position I then 
held, and which I still hold—not that 
your reporter misrepresented me. 

“The first point is in Chapter III.,, 

‘ 3 and 4: (3) By the decree 


of God, for the manifestation of th's 


giory, some men and angels are pre- 


destinated into everlasting life, and 
others 


foreordained 
death. (21) These 
thus predestinated 


to everlasting 
angels and men 
and foreordaincd 


are particularly and unchangeably de- 


signed, and their number is so cer- 
tain and definite that it cannot be 
either increased or diminished.’ 

“This seems to me something iike 
‘fatalism,’ and if I remember cor. 
réctly, this was the objection I made 
when examined for licensure. In sec- 
tion 8, of this same chapter, we have 
this caution:

— Baroness Bur- 
dett-Coutts, the richest woman in 
England, who celebrated her eighty- 
ninth birthday this week, is looking 
forward to the coming coronation with 
a much more intense interest than 
might be expected of so venerable a 
lady.

SOLDIERS’ HOME OLD POSTMASTER 
MUST GET OUT. 


Had Served Creditably for Ten Years 

and Had Seen the Office Grow to Im- 

portance—Veterans Surprised That 

Another Man Was Appointed to the 

Place. 

* 

SOLDIERS’ HOME, May 31.—The 
Announcement of the appointment of a 
successor to Frank I. Gardiner, who 
has held the position of postmaster at 
this place for the past ten years, was 
somewhat of a rprise to his many 
friends. Mr. 8 iner Mas appointed 
postmaster in 1892; when the postoffice, 
like the Home, was in its infancy. At 
that time compensation for his serv- 
ices was derived from the cancellation 
of stamps and from box rents, only, 
amounting to an average of about $38 
per month. With the growth oft the 
Home, business necessarily increased, 
In 1895 it became a money-order of- 
flee; the fees for which added a trifle 
to the meager pay. 

The office at this time was among 
the appointments of the Postmaster- 
General. In 1897 it was advanced to a 
third-class office, with salary of $1000 
per yar, and became a Presidential ap- 
pointment. From time to time the 
salary has been increased, until it has 
now become a desirable billet at $1500 
a year, 

Formerly this office did not seem 
worthy the attention of politicians. Re- 
cently, however, there have sprung up 
any number of aspirants with a pull.“ 
Mr. Gardiner has had reason to feel 
proud of his official record. The post- 
office under his administration is 
quoted in the Postoffice Depariment as 
“excellent.” Relying upon this record, 
Mr. Gardiner made no special efforts 
with a view to retaining his office; 
which is perhaps the reason why this 
political persimmon has fallen to one 
with the longer pole—or, the greater 
pull with the Congressman of this dis- 
trict.

A California Example. 

The pamphlet referred to also tells 
what has been done along this line in 
a California city, Petaluma. Petaluma 
ts a town of 4000 inhabitants, two hours 
from San Francisco by rail. The pro- 
Efessive character of the people is at- 
tested by the large variety of manu- 

_ factures, and their religious sentiments 
and culture by the fact of their having 
ten churches, a public library of 10.000 
volumes, and an exceedingly fine school 
system. In 1896 the two plazas and the 
streets of Petaluma were in the un 
usual unkempt condition of the ordi- 
nary town. The townspeople were 
ashamed of the condition of the plazas, 
but in our happy-go-lucky American 
way, what was everybody's business 
was nobody’s, until after much private 
discussion, a public meeting was called 
at the office of Miss Rena Shattuck, 
editor of The Petalumnian, who was 
the promoter of the plans for improv- 
ing the plazes and other parts of the 
town. The secretary of the Petaluma 
association, Mrs. C. E. Reed, is quoted 
as saying: . 

“The City Trustees of Petaluma have 
treated us with due respect, and have 
always done all they could to aid us in 
our good work. They now give us an 
allowance of $50 a month for labor and 
other necessities, for they had prom- 
ised that when the plazas were in good 
condition they would take charge of 
them. Instead of that they give us the 
allowance, and let us manage them. 
Of course it is not very much, but we 
made it do. The Board of Trustees al- 
lows us to hold our meetings in the 
City Hall, where we have a pleasant 
room with lights and fires furnished us. 
We have made other improvements, 
such as asking the electric-light com- 
pany to paint all its poles white, and 
to see that all poles were g6od, straight 
ones. We have had the water company 
paint the hydrants at the street cor- 
ners red, adding a little to their ap- 
pearance. We caused a street to be 
opened that others had tried to have 
opened for the last twenty years with- 
out success, It is by these little things 
that stranger judge a community, and 
if people only realized that by beauti- 
fying their property they are increas- 
ing its value, what lovely homes we 
would have.“

CHRIST'S EARTHLY KINGDOM. 
In the New Testament the son here 
referred to in whom the kingdom of 
David is to be established forever is 


shown to be the Lord Jesus Christ 


(Acts xiii, 22-39.) and because of this 
fact and the further circumstance of 
the disobedience of Israel as a nation, 
it has been assumed by some that the 
earthly kingdom promised to them has 
been forfeited forever, and that the 
Christian church has succeeded to 
their position in a _ spiritual sense. 
This assumption involves the further 
one that the only kingship to be estab- 
lished by Jesus Christ is an invisible 
and spiritual one in the hearts of those 
believing on His name. Such subjec- 
tion to Him is, of course, true, and 
will always remain true, but it does not 
take the place and was never intended 
in the divine economy to take the 
place of His manifested rule over 
Israel upon the throne of His father 
David. The limitations of space for- 
bid quotations from the Testa- 
ment prophets to prove this, though 
almost every one of them speaks of it, 
and some of them very repeatedly, from 
Isaiah to Malachi. There is, however, 
one reference of Christ Himself to the 
subject, which must not be omitted. 
Some time after His resurrection and 
just prior to His ascension, His dis- 
ciples asked Him, saying, Lord, wut 
thou at this time restore again the 
kingdom to Israel?“ and He said unto 
them, “It is not for you to know the 
times or the seasons, which the Father 
hath put in his own power.” Acts i, 6, 
7. His reply is significant, not more in 
what it says than in what it omits to 
say.. He does not tell them that the 
earthly kingdom, to be ruled over by 
their Messiah, which they and their 
fathers had expected, would never be 
set up at all, but only that it was not 
for them to know the times and sea- 
sons of its establishment. The infer- 
ence is clear that it shall be set up 
when the Father's time has come. 
JEWS TO CEAD ALL NATIONS. 
Indeed, the teachings of both the Old 
and New Testaments are a unit that 
the Lord Jesus Christ is to return 
again to this earth in power and great 
giory, and that, as coincident there- 
with, the Jews are to be restored to 
their own lands. They are then to 
pass through a time of tribulation 
such as they, as a nation, have never 
known before. As a result of this 
they shall be brought to repentance 
and acceptance of Jesus as their Mes- 
siah, when their kingdom shall be 
everlastingly established in righteous- 
ness and peace. Moreover, they, as a 
nation, are to be the head of all the 
nations of the earth, and through 
them the millennium, long talked of, is 
at last to be realized in the experi- 
ence of men and the whole animate 
creation. See Amos ix, 9-15: Hosea, 
chapters, 1. ili; Joel, chapter iil; Isaiah, 
chapters ii, iv, x, XII., ete.: Jeremiah, 
chapters xxvii, xxxi: Daniel, chapters, 
ii, vil, xii; Matthew, xxiv, xxv.;

WHY “A CHOSEN NATION.”

Learning these things they were 
also to learn their own moral charac- 
ter, their sinfulness and ignorance, and 
their place as His helpers in the re- 
demption work. It was only as the 
head of a nation God could thus bring 
Himeelf in the most conspicious man- 
wer upon the theater of the world, or 
present Himself as the King to whom 
all rulers on the earth owed obedience 
and as the God whom all should wor- 
ship. Butler, in his chapter on the 
moral government of God, refers to 
the Jewish nation as an illustration of 
the influence which a kingdom, admin- 
istered with highest wisdom and per- 
fect righteousness, would have on the 
face of the earth. “It would be plainly 
superior to any other,” he affirms, 
“and the world must gradually come 
under its empire. The head of it would 
be a universal monarch, and the east- 
ern style would be literally applicable 
te Him, that all peoples, nations and 
languages should Serve Him.” 


OPPOSED TO THE BIBLE VIEW. 
JEWS DECLARED NOT TO BE IN 
ANY WAY A SPECIALLY 
FAVORED PEOPLE.

We who believed once tHat the Bible 
from cover to cover was the inspired 
word of God could not help also be- 
lieving that the Jews were a chosen 
nation.” There is no instance on re- 
cord in the Bible of God ever having 
spoken to a Roman or a Greek. He 
may have appeared to them now and 


then in a dream or vision, but we are 
not informed that He ever disclosed 
any important truths to them. Just 
for what good reasons Deity passed by 
the other races and chose the Jews as 
His vessel of honor we could not an- 
swer. ut “hath not the potter power 
over the clay?” This quotation from 
holy writ quieted our doubts and satis- 
fied our interogations. Innumerable 
other texts may be cited to support the 
claim that the Jews are represented 
in the Bible as a superior and a select 
race, enjoying such divine favors as 
were withheld from other peoples. 

Now we shall undertake to prove, 
to our satisfaction at least, that the 
Jews were not in any sense a chosen 
people. akespeare says somewhere 
that the love Which does not make it- 
self manifest does not exist. Let us 
see if God really loved the Jews more 
than any other. people or even as much 
as any other people. It is not words or 
texts, but acts which shall decide the 
question. 

PROMISE STILL UNFULFILLED.

PROFESSIONAL \SKILL.” 
ON BANNER HELD UP FOR GRADU- 
UATING NURSES. | 
Nineteen Went Forth Last Night from 
the Training School of the South- 


ern California Hospital— Addresses and 
Flowers. 


Nineteen graduates of the Training 
School for Nurses of the California 
Hospital, dressed in their uniforms of 
blue and white, received their diplomas 
last night in Blanchard Hall, amid 
applause and flowers. 

The hall was full of the friends of 
the graduates, and a wonderful! floral 
display was made by massing along 
the front of the stage the flowers 
which kept pouring in during the 
evening, until they were banked up 
in places almost knée high. The grad- 
uates occupied seats on the stage be- 
hind the beautiful embankment. A 
musical programme was rendered by 
Arend's Orchestra. 

Dr. Walter Lindley spoke a few 
words, dwelling upon the growth af 
the institution, from which the class 
of nurses was about to graduate, and 
the work which It is doing in 2 com- 
munity. Four years ago, 
when the first graduation was held, 
there were just four graduates. The 
patients in the hospital the past year 
numbered 1374, the hospital having ac- 
commodated 4263 since its opening. He 
earnestly hoped, he said, that the time 
is not far off when the profession of 
the trained nurse will be regulated by 
State license. 

Rev. John L. Pitner was then intro- 
in a humorous vein, telling manPanec- 


steward during the Civil War, when 
trained nurses were almost unknown. 
“I can conceive of few better 
things,” said Dr. Pitner, “for the hu- 
man race, than this annual output from 
the hospital into) the community of 
these bands of trained and tr 
nurses, whose business it is to g0 
about doing good. I have been slyly 
looking over these graduates out of 
the corner of my eyes as I sat here, 
and I have decided that I would be 
‘willing to trust my case to any of 
them, especially if I were a young 
man. He stated that the three most 
essential possessions of the successful 
trained nurse are tact, native sense 
and professional skill: and that above 
all, the professional nurse should 
have an abounding enthusiasm for hu- 
manity. He recited the difference be- 
tween the ways of the horpitals of 
today and of those of Civil War time, 
when the nurses had no antlseptics, 
nor even prepared cotton for wounds, 
soiled, refuse lint being stuffed into 
a. wound, “when every microbe 
of Mason & Dixon's line seemed im 


ft mediately to begin to get in his work.” 


In conclusion, he said that in the 
sick room nothing counts so much as 
manliness and womanliness in its full- 
est sense, and exhorted the new 
nurses to cultivate traits of character 
that might emanate to the patient at 
trying times, cheering and strengthen- 
ing. Nobody, he sald, could accom- 
plish success in any vocation without 
being in love with it, and expressed 
the wish that all the interested ones 
present might be so enamored of their 
chosen calling. 

De. W. LeMoyne Wills addressed the 
graduating class on behalf of the 
faculty. He gave some painted words 
of advice to the young nurses, and 
cautioned them above all things not to 
feel it beneath them to do anything. 
however menial it might seem, that 
came in their line of duty.

The Memorial Day address of the 
President at Arlington had the ring of 
true Americanism. It was a speech fun 
of virility and force, abounding in pa- 
triotism, clear, logical, straightforward 
and too obviously heartfelt to admft 
of question or quibble.

In his argument for the negative, 
Judge Knoles held that the Constitu- 
tion prohibits a division of States, 
and declared the proposed move to be 
an absolute impossibility, both from 
legal hindrances and because of the 
strong opposition it would receive in 
the State and nation. He referred to 
the Colorado River as a natural 
geographical barrier, which nature 
had formed for a boundary line, and 
which will continue to be such for all 
time to come. 

This shows that Judge Knoles does 
not fully understand the caliber of the 
San Diego people. He must be a 
tenderfoot. What are legal obstacles, 
or geographical obstructions, to the av- 
erage San Diegan who is bent upon 
accomplishing an object? Are they 
not planning to construct a railroad 
from San Diego de California to Santi- 
ago de Cuba, by way of Yuma and 
way stations? Are such men as these 
likely to be deterred by such a 
trivial obstacle as the Colorado River? 
Perish the thought! As to the Consti- 
tution of the United States, if that 
stands in the way of San Diego’s am- 
bition, why, so much the worse for the 
Constitution. Let it be amended—or 
even abolished. 

Next came a speaker who apparently 
is not a judge, but a private citizen, 
by the name of Brooks E. P. Brooks. 
This man seems to be even a cleverer 
juggler with six-bit words than the 
alphabetical judge. Listen to this: 

„FE. P. Brooks stated that the genius 
of the American people is such that 
when certain measures are found to 
be for the greatest good, a way is dis- 
covered to attain the result, so

Brooks then went on to show how 
small a factor San Diego is in the pop- 
ulation and politics of California, and 
how little she can expect from the State 
patronage. He showed that the north- 
ern part of the State has two and a 
half times as much wetness as the 
south, and consequently doesn’t look at 
things in the same way. Then Brooks 
made a break—a bad break. We 
quote: “He showed that the ciimate 
of Arizona is very similar to that of 
San Diego county, and that legislation 
suitable to that Territory would be ex- 
agtly such as we require.” Oh! 
Brooks, how could you, Brooks? And 
how on earth did it happen that the 
Onion permitted such an objectionable 
and malevolent statement to get into 
print? Think of a man—and a San 
Diego man at that—having the assu:- 
ance to get up in a public meeting and 
assert that there is any resemblance be- 
tween the climate of San Diego, where 
the thermometer doesn’t change 
7 deg. in seventeen years, as recorded 
daily on blackboards in numerous pub- 
lic places, and that of Yuma, to which 
place, as we all know, the soldier sent 
for his biankets.

OVERNMENT BY GRUB. 


While the Senate refuses to con- 
sider the general demand of the peo- 
ple ef the United States for a change 
in the od of electing mbers of 
that body, there are many signs Which 
go to indicate that before long, not 
only the Senate, but the House of 
Representatives as well, may receive 
a gentle jolt that will cause mem- 
bers of these august bodies who imag- 
inet} that they are a little bigger than 
th: people to “take a tumble to them- 
selves,” to use a vulgar phrase. The 
celebrated steering committee” of 
Congress recently received a little jar 
of this kind, which gave it quite a 
shock. More recently, the Committee 
on Rules of the House, which has 
been under the impression that it was 
running things, was forsed to make an 
ignominious backdown, and agreed to 
appoint a day for the consideration of 
several measures of importance, in- 
cluding the Pacific Cable Bill and the 
Irrigation Bill. There have been 
rumblings of late among the independ- 
ent members of Congress, somewhat 
similar to the premonitory symptoms 
which foreshadowed the outbreak of 
Mont Pelee, and the would-be bosses 
at Washington are wise in recognizing 
these symptoms, which are but an 
evidence of discontent with present 
rules and regulations that has long 
accumulating. 

Ittis indeed high time that there 
should be something of a reform in 
Congressional methods and a return 
to something lke the democratic 
simplicity and  straightforwardners 
which marked the early days of Con- 
gress. We have had of late a little 
too much of steering committees and 
Senatorial courtesy. Indeed, it has 
where the Speaker 
of the House has become such an au- 
tocrat that an Individual member of 
Congress has not the ghost of a show 
of securing a hearing for a measure, 
unless he stands in the good graces of 
that official. If this is democratic 
government, then it is a queer kind of 
democracy. 

As to the Senate, it has been as- 
suming too much the character of a 
rich man's club. An amueing in- 
stance of this kind was recently re- 
ported, in a dispatch to The Times 
from Washington. For many weeks 
there had been upon the Senate cal- 
-endar a bill establishing an assay 
office at Portiand, Or. It was Senator 
Mitchell’s bill, and he could not get 
the Senate interested in it at all. His 
constituents clamored for that assay 
office, and the Senate remained indif- 
ferent. The situation was becoming 
serious. One morning Senator Mitchell 
went into the Senate and privately tola 
the Senators that he had received a 
forty-pound salmon from Oregon, and 
that he proposed to feast the entire 
Senate on that splendid fish in the 
afternoon. So, after Senator Hoar had 
finished speech, motion was made that 
the Senate take a recess for thirty 
minutes, and the Senators retired to 
the restaurant, where Mitchell's fish 
was discussed. When the Senate re- 
assembled, it was the unanimous opin- 
fon of the honorablgé members that 
Mr. Mitchell's fish and Mr. Mitchell's 
measure were both good things, and 
he was allowed to push the latter 
along.

1 TRADE WITH CANADA. 
1 There has been considerable dis- 
cussion as to the feasibility of ‘estab- 
lishing reciprocal trade relations with 
Possibly it may be found ad- 
vantageous, some time in the future, to 
do so. In the mean time, however, 
our trade with the Dominion is getting 
along pretty well without the aid of a 
reciprocity treaty, and notwithstand- 
ing the fact of Canada’s preferential 
tariff of one-third in favor of Great 
Britain. | 

‘Statistics recently issued by the 
Treasury Department show that dur- 
ing the first nine month of the cur- 
rent fiscal year the increase in the 
purchases from us by British North 
America was larger than the increased 
purchases of any other political di- 
vision of the Western Hemisphere. 
For the first nine months of the fis- 
cal year ending June 30, 1900, our 
sales to British North America aggre- 
gated $69,763,595. For the correspond- 
ing period 1901 they were §$77,- 
894,188. And for the first nine months 
of the p 
amounted to $80,999,004. 

This is a healthy and gratifying in- 
crease, especially when it is remem- 
bered that our general exports have 
decreased considerably during the past 
year. Our sales to Mexico during the 
first nine months of the current fiscal 
year increased only about $2,900,000, 
while the increase of our trade with the 
West Indies during the same pe- 
riod amounted to only 1.000. 
000. There was a decrease of some $4,- 
000,000 in our trade with South Ameri- 
can countries, and of $300,000 with the 
Central American States during the 
same period, as compared to the first 
nine months of the preceding year. 

The steady increase of our Canadian 
trade may be strikingly illustrated by 
going back to 1897—the year in which 
the Dominion government made its 
first preferential tariff reduction 
(amounting to 12% per cent.) in favor 
of Great Britain. Although this prefer- 
ential was subsequently raised to 33 1-3 
per cent., it has not been sufficient to 
check the increase of our sales to 
Canada. These, for the first nine 
months of the fiscal year 1897, 
amounted to $46,752,958, as compared 
to $80,999,004 for the corresponding 
period of the present year, an increase 
of about 75 per cent.

The figures 
above cited show that the people of 
the Dominion want our products and 
will have them in spite of prefer- 
ential tariffs or other artificial bar- 
riers. They also show, quite as 
clearly, that American enterprise will 
find a way to enter the markets where 
our goods are wanted, in spite of un- 
favorable tariff conditions. 

A reciprocity treaty between a coun- 
try of large population and one of 
comparatively small population neces- 
sarily carries with it an element of 
unfairness. The more populo; coun- 
try offers a correspondingly larger 
market. Reciprocity between the 
United States and Canada would open 
to the Canadians a market having 
nearly 80,000,000 consumers while it 
would open to the United States a 
market kaving only about 5,000,000 
consumers. The one-sidedness of 
reciprocity on such terms is obvious. 
The time has evidently not yet ar- 


rived for making radical changes 


in our tariff relations with 
Canada, But in the meantime, as 
above noted, our trade with the Do- 
minion is moving along very satis- 
factorily. 


The words of our brave young Pres!i- 
dent in his Memorial Day speech at 
Arlington, on the subject of lynch- 
ing, should sink deep into the hearts 
of Americans, North and South, but 
more particularly should the judiciary 
of the country dwell’ upon them long 
and prayerfully. According to sta- 
tistics, we have, in the United States, 
an aver of nearly one lynching 
per day. hese figures are enough to 
Stagger humanity! The Old World 
manages, in some way, to get along 
with the criminal class by due process 
of law, and there would seem to be 
reason why we should not 
follow that example in America. 
Surely we are quite as kindly, quite 
as civilized, quite as charitable, and 
quite as little bloodthirsty as the peo- 
ple of any other land under the sun, 
and yet scarcely a day goes by that 
does not record the horrifying details 
of a hanging. or burning bee, that 
shocks and appalls those who are nor- 
mal-minded and thoughtful of bu- 
manity. If it is the lack of swift and 
adequate punishment on the part of 
the courts of the land that such is the 
cage, then the sooner that ts found out 
the better for those now living in the 
land, and those who are to come after 
us; That the juiiciary is in great 
measure to blame for this blot upon 


America there can be but little ques- 


tion. Were the people sure that the 
guilty were certain of prompt and 
proper punishment for crimes com- 
mitted, there would be no such record 
of outrage as cries to heaven from 
nearly every State In the Union. In 
God's great name, let us have a stop 
put to the cruel deeds done in the name 
of outraged Justice! 


It ts little wonder that Congreasmen 
ere asking for more pay, when one 
cames to think of the performances of 
the meat trust. With beef at steen 
cents per pound, and the people of 
Chicago dining on fresh or saited horse 


meat, and no beef to be had, because 


of a strike among the teamsters, 
is n to be seen that Congress will 
be rted, the first thing we know, 
unless there is a boost in the pay roll. 
Seriously speaking, however, the pay of 
our members of Congres is inadequate, 
considering the elevation in prices of 
everything in these days, and if we are 
to be fitly represented at Washington 
we should be willing to para good man 
something near what he is. worth to 
the country. The salary of $5000 per 
annum was all right in the early days 
of the republic, and it may yet be a 
sufficient stipend for the occasional

Are New Sewers Indispensable? 

LOS ANGELES, May 31.—{To_ the 
Editor of The Times:] Will you 
allow me, through the columns your 
paper, to enter my protest against the 
storm-water drain scheme for which 
our City Council is about to ask the 
taxpayers of this city to vote bonds 
to the extent of over $404,440, and at 
the same time to vote $991,530 for a new 
outfall] sewer, both of which I wish to 


speak. 

In the first place I will say that the 
storm-water eme is the biggest 
humbug that the taxnayers of this city 
were ever asked to vote for. for the 
following reason: The ms that the 
City Engineer estimates will cost $404,- 
440 will be filled with sand, stone and 
gravel within five ‘hours after a heavy 
storm has commenced. Storm-water 
drains in this city. are impracticable 
for the following reasons: First, there 
is no suitable place for the discharge; 
gecond, it is impossible to maintain a 
‘uniform velocity. Whenever the veloc- 
ity ceases or is decreased the sand, 
gravel, etc., begins to settle, and soon 
the lower end or discharge of the 
drains will be closed. ' 

To convince the taxpeyers and voters 
that I am right I will call your at- 
tention to one of the proposed drains 
that is to commence at Figueroa street 
and run down Sixth street to the river 

The bed of the river where Sixth 
street crosses it is higher than Ala- 
The plan proposed is to 
follow Sixth street to a point near the 
river bed, then make nearly a square 
turn, crossing private property and 
continuing down the river until a point 
is reached in the river bed that is 
lower than the drain. Thus it is read- 
ily seen t the drain from Alameda 
street to the river will have very lit- 
tle if any fall. If any fall is obtained 
they will have to go deeper and deeper 
under ground as they near the river. 
I understand this drain is be seven 
feet in diameter from Al street 
to the river. ogee that are familiar 
with this kind of work will see that it 
will be a very exvensive 

Another thing that makes this im- 
practicable is that the river bed . is 
becoming higher and higher from 
Fourth or Fifth streets to the city 
limits every winter that we have the 
usual amount of rain, consequently 
the outlet of the drain would soon be 
closedeby the river. Those of us 
who have lived in this city for many 
years will only have to refresh our mem- 
ory in regard to the amount of sand, 
gravel, etc., that was deposited in a 
few hours upon Broadway, Sixth and 
Seventh streets, to say nothing about 
other streets, to convince them that 
this scheme is the height of folly. 

There is only one practical. way to 


dispose of the storm water of this 
eity. and that is to put all the streets 
running north and sou to the city 


limits in the same condition that Main 
street is, then comstruct the 
streets in such a manner that each 
will discharge its water into the 
streets running south. The cost of this 
would but a drop in be 2 com- 

red with the propos plan. 
a would be willing to vote for bonds 
to pay for one-half of this expense, and 
let the property along the line of these 
streets pay the other half, then we 
would have something to show for the 
money we have spent. ‘ 

Now, a few words in regard to the 
outfall sewer. I understand the capac- 
ity of the present outfall sewer is, and 
will be, sufficient for a num 
years, ang that its worthless condition 
has been exaggerated for the pu 
of scaring the taxpayers, so they will 
vote for another sewer long before it 
is necessary, and that the only neces- 
sity at present for this new sewer is 
to accommodate a new territory that 
has recently come into the city, which 
is very sparsely settled. and will be 
for years. The territory ought to be 
able to get along for a few years with- 
out sewers. When it becomes more 
thickly settled, it wil! be time enough 
then to ask this — — vote bonds to 
const a new outfall sewer.

THE OIL INDUSTRY. 
RILIS TO DROP IN 


on well-boring will soon be in prog- 
ress on the peninsula of Lower Cali- 
fornia, it now being certain that this 
promising country is to be invaded by 
the prospector armed with drilling out- 
fits. The first attempt is to be made 
by the Lower California Development 
Company, which has decided to sink 
two test holes. 

The steamer St. Denis is now en 
route to Cape Colnett with a portion 
of the heavy drilling machinery to be 
used by the company, and it is ex- 
pected that within the next thirty days 
the plant will be in operation. : 

J. C. Packard, manager of the com- 
pany, said before the steamer left San 
Diego that four evidences of the exists 
énce of oil had been found on their 
lands, and that the company was pre- 
pared to give the field a thorough test. 
The machinery is heavy enough to 
send a well in 2000 feet if necessary, 
but experts who have gone over the 
field express the opinion that a strike 
shouki de made before that depth is 
attained. 

The well will be drilled near Colnett, 
which is forty to fifty miles south of 
Ensenada. There has been no pre- 
vious attempt to find oil on the penin- 
sula, but it has been found in small 
quantities at a depth of 400 feet while 
boring for water near Cape Colnett. 
NEW SOUTHERN PACIFIC TANKS. 

The Southern Pacific Company has 
let contracts for the construction along 
its line of eight oil tanks, with a ca- 
pacity of 20,000 to 55,000 barrels each. 
Such is the official announcement 
made by the company, which has 
found new storage tanks necessary in 
connection with its conversion of loco- 
motives from coal to oil burners. 

At the West Oakland yards two new 
oll tanks, each with a capacity of 65,000 
barrels, are being installed, and when 
completed that yard alone will have 
storage for 150,000 barrels. 

Some of the new tanks that will be 
installed are as follows: San Fran- 
cisco, two, with a capacity of 55,000 
each; Tracy, 55,000; South Vallejo, 
30,000; Rose vill Junction, 20,000; Sacra - 
mento, 30,000. It is also the intention 
smaller tanks along the

pany has been using oil on thirty-nine 
engines on the western division. The 
locomotives have traveled 100,000 miles, 
and have saved on the run something 
like $16,000 over the cost of coal. It 
has estimated that when the 
company has converted all its engines 
into oil burners the net saving will be 
very close to $1,500,000 a year over coal. 

The Southern Pacific: is making 
every possible effort “to get into oil” 
as soon as possible. One of the items 
recently ordered was 250 tank cars, 
with a capacity of 13,000 gallons each. 
This is double the capacity of the cars 
now in service.

FOR INTEREST ON BONDS.

CITY FATHERS PERPLEXED BY 
‘THE INTRICATE PROBLEM.

No Provision for the Interest and 
Sinking Can Be Made in This Year's 
Tax Levy and Council Will Have to 
Secure Money Elsewhere. 


— — — 


Because of certain provisions of the 
Municipal bond law, the City Fathers 
are greatly perplexed. If the common 
school, school, sewer, storm 
sewer and bridge bond issues carry at 
the polls a considerable amount of 
money will have to be provided to meet 
the semi-annual! interest payments and 
the first installment of the principal. 
The election has been so long delayed 
that the bonds cannot be voted before 
the tax levy for the coming year is 
fized, and no provision can be made 
in it for the interest and first instail- 
ment of the principal. 0 

The issues aggregate $2,175,970, and 
ſe the rate is fixed at 3.65 per cent., 
a now proposed, the semi-annual in- 
Stallment of interest would amount to 
$39,711.45, while the first payment of the 
principal would be $54,399.25. Where is 
the city to get the money to meet these 
payments if provision cannot be made 
in the tax levy? 

It is by no means a simple problem 
that the Councilmen will have to solve, 
as suits are now pending in the courts 
in which the contention is made that 
the interest and sinking fund to pay 
off bonded indebtedness can only be 
raised by a specific levy in the annual 
tax rate. If the Council falls back 
upon some arbitrary method of secur- 
ing the money the city will run the risk 
of injunction proceedings from some 
anti-bondite. 

Usually the assessment rolis reach 
the Board of Equalization in July. 
After about three weeks spent in hear- 
ing protests the rolls are corrected and 
the Council, under the charter, must 
“forthwith fix the levy or rate per cent. 
of taxes levied for all municipal pur- 
poses for that fiscal year.” In all 
probability the levy will be fixed this 
year about August I. On that date 
there will be no bonded indebtedness 
upon the city as proposed by the new 
issues, because the election will not 
be held until the latter part of August 
ber, as now planned. The 
not contemplate that the 
Council shall lay a tax upon the prob- 
able outcome of a bond election. 

The law governing the issuance of 
municipal bonds states that the Coun-

LONG BEACH, May 31.—R. R. 
Dunbar and C. H. Thornburg were

Thursday evening, after the warmest 
Public meeting in the history of this 
city. One week before the leadets of

@ cAucus at the game place, and as 
the public was given only three hours‘ 
notice, their purpose evidently was to 
nominate a ticket to suit themselves. 
By some active work, the friends of 
and Thornburg managed to 
get out voters enough to secure an ad- 
mt on the double plea of in- 
Sufficient notice, and the claim of the 
voters Mving in the schoo! district out- 
side the oity ts, to the right to 
nominate one member of the board. 
J. B. Heartwell, the origina! chair- 
presided over the adjourned 
2 evening, and he had 
re him one of the largest gather- 


' gngs ever held in the City Hall. After 


the usual preMminaries, called for 
report from the outlying precincts. 
Attorney McCastin, in an extended 
Speech, stated that they had held a 
Caucus, in which Dr. George C. Web- 
ster had reteived 12 votes, and C. H. 
Thornburg 7. He had hardly taken 
Mia seat when a dozen men were on 
their feet, but D. M. Cate secured the 
floor to move that the report be ac- 
cepted, and Dr. Webster be declared 
the choice of the convention.

WARSHIP DESIGHS. 


Those of Different Nations Differ 
Greatly—American Type an Ocean 


Greyhound. 

{Philadelphia North American: ] It 
is interesting to compare diagrams of 
warships belonging to the principal 
nations, and see how distinct a char- 
acter each possesses. 

From the long. slender, graceful lines 
of the United States battieship Maine, 


it is a long step to the Austrian Ar- 


pad of the same class. The latter 
shows a very broad beam, that sug- 
gests a washtub, rather than an ocean 


greyhound. 

Italy is the nation which seeks speed 
as a first and paramount considera- 
tion in her ships of war. Everything 
them 
fulfill that single requirement, and as 
a result she has some very fast ones. 
In the 18,500-ton class the Regina 
Margherita and the Benedetto Brin 
have attained a record of twenty-one 
knots, which is extraordinary work for 
a vessel of such size. Her finest ships 
resemble our own in general appear- 


ance. 

The British and the Japanese craft 
have a sort of relationship, both as 
regards shape of hull and amount of 
armament. Japan has four battleships 
of the Makasa type— 15,200 tons—which 
average a speed of eighteen knots. Two 
of these formidable monsters carry a 
pair of torpedo boats as part of their 
armament. 


In France the Suffren is an example 


of the latest and most favored type 
of sea fighter. She is of 12,730 tons, 
and has a speed of eighteen knots. The 
French do not yet build their big ships 
in pairs, as do most naval powers 
nowadays, although there is a strong 
sentiment at present in favor of that 
plan. Great Britain builds several of 
one type. There are, indeed, no fewer 
than six great battleships of the same 
sort as the Duncan, with 14,000 ton- 
nage and nineteen knots’ speed. 


Germany has already five’ vessels of | 


the Wittelsbach type, and two more of 
the same class are building. With a 
speed. of nineteen knots, they register 
2,000 tons. Their protective armor 
is not notably heavy, and they carry 
no very large caljper guns. ‘ 
Austria has thr battleships like 
the Arpad. They are of 8430 tons, and 
make 18.5 knots.. Their feature of 
strength lies chiefly in an elaborate 
armament, and a heavy protective ar- 


„mor. 


Russia shows a distinct leaning to- 
ward the heavy 13,600-ton style of the 
Borodino at present. This ship has 
seven sisters, all of about eighteen 
knots. The 12,700-ton Retvizan, bullt 
at the Cramps’ yards at Philadelphia, 
is one of the finest ships. Though not 
of such great proportions, most of her 
big craft are armed and protected on 
about the same lines as the French 
Suffren.

CHILD LABOR 


FALLING OFF. 
Little of This Abuse in 
los Angeles. 
Splendid Showing. by 
the Schools. 


— 


Little Girls Employed at Un- 
healihy Work in New 
Method Laundry. 


Child labor, which has never been 
abused in Los Angeles to any extent, 
is on the decrease, An important 
chapter in the improvement of labor 
conditions was written a few days age 
when one of the leading industrial es- 
tablishments of this city let out all of 
its employés under 18 years of age and 
adopted a rule which makes this policy 
permanent. 

Other houses which have not already 
made a similar rule are rapidly fall- 
ing into line, for it is now recognized 
that the employment of children in 
stores and factories for a long num- 
ber of hours is not only harmful but 
unpopular with consumers. 

ONLY ONE-FIFTH’AS MANY LIT- 
TLE TOILERS. 


That conditions have improved gen- 
erally is shown by a statement pre- 
pared by Superintendent Foshay of the 
city schools. This shows that in 1881 
46 per cent. of the children of school 
age in the city were not in attendance 
at a public school. The percentage has 
gradually decreased, and during this 
year the records show that only 8% 
per cent. are out of school. 

About 150 children attend the night 
school, most of these having some 
kind of employment during the day. 
It is the belief, however, tnat tne 
legisiative act to enforce the educa- 
tional rights of children, which pro- 
vides that a child shail receive a cer- 
tain amount of instruction until he is 
14 years old, is complied with to an 
extent fhat is considered general. 

That the small numbers of children 


“not enrolled in the schools are not 


generally engaged in any harmful labor 
is evidenced by the statement of Hu- 
mane Officer Craig, who has the fol- 
lowing to say: “The percentage of child 
labor in Los Angeles is, I think, very 
small. No cases have ever been ap- 
pealed before me. At present I have 
in mind only one case—that of a boy 
in a factory where the employés, some 
of them boys, were worked four or 
five hours overtime during Fiesta 
week. I know something about child 
labor in other cities, and, proportional. 
ly, I think Los Angeles has the small- 
est number of any of the larger ones.” 

A lady of this city who has inter- 
ested herself in college settlement 
work ang who has made an investiga- 
tion ef conditions in local industrial 
establishments, made the following 
statement: “Child labor by responsible 
employers rarely comes under our 
notice. I suppose there are many in- 
stances where parents or relatives 
work their children when they should 
be in school, but as for children em- 
ployed in factories or stores I cannot 
call to mind one single instance in 
which the law is violated.” 

A NOTABLE EXCEPTION. 

One instance where the law has 
been flagrantly violated, if not in the 
letter at least in the spirit, was no- 
ticed at the New Method Laundry on 
the corner of Sixth and San Julian 
streets. This is the laundry that was 
established by the union about a year 
ago, and was supposed to be a reac- 
tion of union employés from the meth- 
ods of independent laundries, where it 
was said that the hours were too 


long and the pay too small. ° 


In the ironing department of this es- 
on the top floor, where 
women are principally employed, there 
are three girls, none of whom looks 
to be over 13 years old. The air in 
this room is moist and warm, the 
thermometer standing at 100 deg. 
throughout the day. One of these girls, 
who said that she was 14 was sitting 
at a small mangle receiving towels 
and light fabrics as they came through 
the steam roller. She was obliged to 
breathe the steamy vapor as i: rose 
from the roller in clouds, and the only 
rest she had from this sickening labor 
was when she helped her partner on 
the other side lift the heavy bundle of 
clothing that had accumulated. She 
told a Times reporter that her work 
begins at 7 o'clock every morning and 


continues, with one hour, out for lunch, | 


until 6 o’clock in the ‘evening. Ten 
hours work; and for this she receives 
$5 a week! 

The other two girls work the same 
number of hours, but instead of sitting 
over an troning instrument that is 
constantly giving off steam, they have 
to stand up all the time. They are 


thin, pale and dispirited, for the long 


hours and the hot, damp room are rap- 
idiy sapping their lives or all that is 
best of them. .

MILTIrARVY Topics. 


In the Russian army there is no 
medical corps existing as a distinct 
unit, although each combatant unit 
owns a small medical personnel. On 
account of the breadth of territory 
and the still incomplete railway de- 
velopment, military sanitary convoys 
exist and an elaborate organization 
— divisional and mobile field hospi- 

a. 

The Russian artillery is to be reor- 
ganized, following the introduction of 
a new quick-firing gun. The fleld bat- 
teries retain their eight guns, and will 
be grouped in regiments, each with 
three or four batteries, and two regi- 
ments will constitute an artillery 
brigade. Mounted scouts and orderlics 
and additional drivers and artificers 
are to be attached to the batteries. 

President Roosevelt will open the an- 
nual convention of the Military Sur- 
geons of the United States at the Na- 
tional Theater, Washington, D. C., June 
5. Foreign countries will be repre- 
sented ‘officially as follows: Great 
Britain, by Col. Exham of the Royal 
Medical Corps; France, by Prof. Nie- 
mier of the Military Medical School of 
Val de Grace: Japan, by Dr. Kamura 
Toruke, Surgeon-in-Chief of the first 
class, Japanese navy; Italy, Dr. Enrico 
Cestelli; Mexico, by Lieut.-Col. Z. R. 
Molina, 

H. W. Wilson, the London expert in 
naval matters, publishes an article in 
the British Navy League Journal in 
which he makes an Interesting com- 
parison of England's naval strength 
with that of other nations. He quotes 
figures to show that so far from com- 
ing up to the two-power standard in 
“stancard” battleships, England is far 
below the combined strength of France 
and Russia, the figures being 67 to 76, 
although in armored cruisers England 
is above it--28 to 21. In modern crul- 
sers of other types Engiand has 132 to 
her rivals’ 60, but then of the 67 Brit- 
ish battleships, six carry as their main 
armament muazzle-loading guns. 

An ingenious military tool, or multi- 
implement, has been patented in Eng- 
land by Lord Wemyes. It is a device 
for combining manifold uses; no less 
than nine different tools can be made 
out of it, although it weighs no more 
than 2% pounds, and in its case is only 
19 inches long. The same handle fits 
pick, mattock and spade; the square, 
flat surface of the latter becomes at 
need a chopper or a saw; the portion 
that fits into the handle will constitute 
a rasp and a file, and last of all the 
epade can be utilized as a cooking 
By bullding-in the spade into 
a breastwork or hasty entrenchment a 
ready-made loophole is obtained for 
firing through from behind cover. 

M. De Lanessan, the French Minis- 
ter of Marine, is much engrossed in the 
work of attempting to bring about a 
Better organization of the naval forces 
in commission, and has issued a decree 
instituting a single force for the whole 
of the Atlantic, to be placed under 
command of a vice-admiral and of 
certain rear admirals. The light 
squadron of cruisers, which is always 
to be in full commission, is to de 
united with the other forces in the 
Atlantic. The cruisers, both in the 
Mediterranean and the North, have, 
within the last year or two, been or- 
ganized in special division under rear 
admirals for tactical purposes, so that 
the new arrangement may be consid- 
ered as a further step in the same di- 
rection. 

The Army and Naval Journal con- 
taips the following: We have had 
an opportunity to return good for evil 
in the case of the people of Martinique, 
for during the Spanish War Capt. Cot- 
ton at our navy cabled from St. Pierre: 
‘Our friends are very few here or at 
Fort de France, while those whose 
sympathies are wholly and openly with 
Spain are many.’ The people of Mar- 
tinfaue were active in aiding the Span- 
lards, and Cervera is supposed to have 
obtained his knowledge of the where- 
abouts of our vessels by signals sent 


| from Spanish sympathizers from the 


shore communicating the information 
In this way he is also sup- 
posed to have learned of the presence 
of Admiral Sampson at San Juan and 


the bombardment of that place by the 


American vessels.’ 

The London Spectator says: “It has 
long been a commonplace that the ef- 
fects of artillery are mainly ‘moral,’ 
but for all that the introduction of 
new explosives—iyddite, especially— 
and of quicker-firing guns had ihsen- 
sibly revived the belief in the great 
material vaiue of artillery. It would 
be gratuitous to say that artillery has 
had a great downfall in general est!- 
mation—among those who have always 
taken a sane view of its uses we do 
not think it has—but we may fairly 
say that relatively to artillery the rifle 
has gained in reputation. We know 
now that lyddite, although it may make 
short work of a Mahdi's tomb, is of 
little use against earthworks, espe- 
clally when it falls on very soft 
ground, and that the stories of men 
whose senses left them and whose teeth 
shook in their heads because they hap- 
pened to be within a quarter of a mile 
of an explosion of lyddite were mere 
moonshine."’

ITY OF ST. PIERRE 
WILL BE REBUILT. 
SO SAYS AN ENGLISH TOURIST 
WHO KNOWS THE PEOPLE. 


Mont Pelee Was Thought a Tranquil, 
Grand O14 Hill and Was the Pride of 
Those it Destroyed—Island is a Fairy- 
land and Will Keep Its Inhabitants 


[New York American and Journal:! 
Percy F. Merks, an English tourist, ar- 
rived in New York yesterday, and re- 
ceived his first knowledge of the dis- 
aster at Martinique. He was all over 
the island three weeks ago. He spent 
several days in St. Pierre, studying the 
people, the customs and the conditions 
of trade. 

It is interesting to study the com- 
parative times of the eruption of Ve- 
suvius with the three volcanic disasters 
at Java, Honolulu and Martinique,” 
said he yesterday to an American and 
Journal reporter. “We find that Ve- 
suvius has in each instance indicated 
serious trouble. The old mountain 
seems to be a sort of stormy petrel, to 
tell when there are to be disasters in 
other parts of the world. I don’t at- 
tempt to assign a scientific reason for 
this, but I cite it as a fact that Vesu- 
vius grows restless just before some 
thing dreadful happens in another part 
of the world. 

“I am inclined to believe that the 
deaths among the people of St. Pierre 
have been exaggerated. The Island of 
Martinique is cut up with many deep 
ravines, and is dotted with sheltered 
spots where hundreds of people could,

killed, but gradually, after the 
exciternent wore off. hundreds and

LOOKS BAD FOR Sr. VINCENT. 

“But I am not so sure we have heard 
the worst of St. Vincent. This island 
is thickly populated, especially in and 
around Kingstown, at the foot of the 
volcano La Soufriere. 

“The people of Martinique are very 
poor, although outwardly their houses 
and shops give an impression of wealth. 
The buildings are very pretty, are in 
colors red, white and blue, and are 
kept up very well. Inside the shops the 
displays appear to be quite lavish, but 
there are few moneyed purchasers. 

The credit system prevails almost ex- 
clusively. The majority of the people, 
who are black, of course, live on next 
to nothing. Four pence (8 cents) a 
day is the usual wage for labor, and is 
about as much ag the employers can 
afford to pay. The laborers work very 
hard for the small wage. 

“As in most of the West Indian is!- 
ands, the women greatly outnumber 
the men, and do the brunt of the man- 
ual labor. The sugar trade, which is 
practically the only industry of the 
Island of Martinique, has not been 


profitable of late years, and the fu- 
ture of both Martinique and Guade-

East Norfolk coast. 

This apparition, known as Old Shuck 
er Black Shuck, takes the form of a 
huge black dog, which on stormy 
nights may be encountered prowling 
along certain narrow, lonesome lanes 
in that sparsely-populated district ly- 
ing between Yarmouth and Cromer. 
The demoniac howling of this awful 
monster—which has flaming teeth, and 
a solitary fiery eye in the middle of its 
forehead—is heard above the roaring 
of the wind and sea, and the fishermen 
and farm hands, when they hear it, 
take care to hasten to thelr homes, for 
to see Black Shuck is to receive notice 
that you will die before the end of the 
year.

‘mankind. His crimes are almost unl- 
versally believed to have culminated 
in treason. Born soon enough to have 
taken part in the War of the Revolu- 
tion, he did take such part, and that 
with the enthusiasm of apparently real 
patriotism. After peace was restored he 
took a prominent part in public affairs 
and distinguished himself by his dis- 
play of quite exceptional abilities. Up 
to the time of his antagonism with 

Hamilton and Jefferson, only these 
two master statesmen were worthy 
to be compared with Burr. In the 
midst of à brilliant career came the 
attacks of these two opponents; their 
attacks were successful. Then came 
Burr's eclipse, the; decadence of his 
power, his alleged ‘treason and final 
overthrow, and from that day to this 
the most condemning obloquy has at- 
tached to his memory. 

The view of Burr's character imposed 
on him by his confessed enemies has 
been the one generally accepted for a 
hundred years. It has not been uni-

Bat while those who claimed esoteric 
knowledge on the life and character of 
Burr were more than one or two in 
each generation since he lived, it has 
been reserved for Isaac Jenkinson of 
Richmond, Ind., to attempt the diffi- 
eult task of reopening the case before 
the bar of public opinion, retrying the 
issue and claiming a reversal of the 
yerdict so orten and so nearly univer- 
sally rendered in the past. In an oc- 
tavo volume of nearly 400 pages from 
the press of M. Cuilaten, Rich- 
mond, Ind., the reasons why the for- 
mer verdict should be set aside and a 
new one in favor of. Aaron Burr ren- 
dered, are set forth. 

HIS ARMY RECORD. 

To give the general reader the best 
Iden of what these reasons are will 
probably be best accomplished by 
copious quotations in the direct lan- 
guage of the author. Having gradu- 
ated from Princeton College at 17. 
Burr had been a law student at Al- 
bany two years when. the battle of 
Bunker Hill was fought. He at once 
went to Cambridge and enlisted as a 
private soldier. He went with the 
little army that invaded Canada, 
marching 400 miles through a trackless 
wilderness, went from Quebec to Mon- 
treal alone through a hostile country 
to inform Gen. Montgomery of the ar- 
rival of the army at Quebec.

I speak from indubitable 
facts, not from conjectures and infer- 
ences. In proporWon as the true char- 
acter of the party is understood is the 
force of the considerations which urge 
to every effort to disappoint it; and 
it seems to me that there is a very 
solemn obligation to employ the means 
in our power. 

»The calling of the Legislature will 
have for its object the choosing of 
electors by the people in districis; this 
(as Pennsylvania will do nothing) will 
insure a majority of votes in the 
United States for a Federal candidate. 
The measure will not fail to be ap- 
proved by the Federal party; while it 
will, no doubt, be condemned by the 
opposite. As to its intrinsic nature, it 
is justified by unequivocal reasons of 
public safety. The reasonable part of 
the world will, I believe, approve it. 
They will see it as a proceeding out of 
the common course, but warranted by 


vyersally accepted. There have always! 
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the particular nature of the crisis, and 
the great cause of social order. 

“If done, the motive ought to be 
frankly avowed. In your communica- 
tion to the Legislature, they ought to 
be told that temporary circumstances 
had rendered it probable that, with- 
out their interposition, the executive 
authority of the general government 


to the system, heretofore pursued with 
s0 much success; and dangerous to the 
peace, happiness and order of the coun- 
try; that, under this impression, from 
facts convincing to your own mind, 
you had thought it your duty to give 
the existing Legislature an opportu- 
nity of deliberating whether it would 
‘not be proper to interpose, and en- 
deavor to prevent so great an evil by 
referring the choice of electors to the 
peeple distributed into districts. 

In weighing this suggesiion, you will 
doubless bear in mind that popular 
governments must certainly be over- 
turned; and, while they endure, prove 
engines of mischief, if one party will 
call to its aid all the resources which 
vice can give, and if the other (how- 
ever pressing the emergency) confines 
itself within all the ordinary forms of 
delicacy and decorum. The Legislature 
can be brought together in three 
weeks, so that there will be full time 
for the object; but none ought to be 
lost. Think well, my dear sir, of this 
proposition: appreciate the extreme 
danger of the crisis; and I am unusu- 
ally mistaken in my view of the mat- 
ter, If you do not see it right and ex- 
pedient to adopt the measure.“ 

In 1800 Burr might probably have 
been elected President instead of Jef- 
ferson, had he not proved faithful to 
his political chief. Hamilton did all 
he could to swing the Federalists from 
Burr to Jefferson, but was unable to 
do so. By Burr's unselfish faithfulness 
Jefferson was elected President, and 
Burr Vice-President. Then began Ham- 
Uton's underhanded, cunning and un- 
scrupulous efforts to ruin his success- 
ful rival. Here are some of Hamilton's 
letters, written “confidentially,” and 
“very confidentially,” and very, very“ 
confidentially to all parts of the coun- 
ry: 


I fear the other gentleman is un- 
principled, both as a public and a pri- 
vate man. When the Constitution 
was in déliberation his conduct was 
equivocal; but its enemies, who, I be- 
lieve, best understood him, considered 
him with them. In fact, I take it he is 


‘for or against Hothing, but as it suits 


his interest or ambition. He is deter- 
mined, as I conceive, to make his way 
to be the head of the popular party, 
and to climb, per fas aut nefas, to the 
highest honors of the State, and as. 
much higher as circumstances may 
permit. Embarrassed, as I under- 
stand, in his circumstances, with an 
extravagant family, bold. enterprising 
and intriguing, I am mistaken if it be 
not his object to play the game of con- 


‘fusion, and I feel it to be a religious 


duty to oppose his career.“ In conclu- 
sion he says: ‘I therefore commit my 


; opinion to you without scrupie, but in 


perfect confidence. I pledge my char- 


, acter for discernment, that it is in- 


cumbent on every good man to resist 
the present design.’ 

“Five days after this last letter, he 
writes to another unnamed friend: 
Mr. Burr's integrity as an individual 
is not unimpeached. .. . AS a public 
man, he is one of the worst sort. Se- 
cretly turning liberty into ridicule, he 
knows as well as most men how to 
make use of the name. In a word, if 
we have an embryo Caesar in the 
United States, tis Burr.“ Tnese let- 
ters were evidently for use in the East- 
ern States, and that they were effec- 
tive in injuring Burr is shown by a 
reply received from Rufus King, a few 
days later, in which he says: ‘Care 
has been taken to put our friends at 
the eastward on their guard.’ That 
they were untruthful and malicious, 
Hamilton himself furnishes the evi- 


dence. In less than three weeks, on 
the löth of October, he writes again 
and says: ‘My opinion of Mr. Burr is 


yet to form, but according to the pres- 
ent state of it, he is a man whose only 
political principle is to mount, at all 
events, to the highest legal honors of 
the nation, and as much further as cir- 
cumstances Will carry him. Imputa- 
tions not favorable to his integrity as 
a man, rest upon him, but I do not 
vouch for their authenticity.’ A 
short time before, he gives his ‘opin- 
jon withoyt scruple,’ and in the 
strongest possible language, and 
pledges his ‘character for discern- 
ment’ to the truth of it, and a few 
days later declares he has formed no 
opinion, and refuses to vouch for the 
truth of his former charges against 
Burr's integrity. It would be a bold 
man. who, with this evidence before 
him, would vouch for Hamilton's sin- 
cerity.” . 

Burr was not the only man Hamil- 
ton tried to stab in the dark. John 
Adams, the Federalist candidate for 
the Presidency, was subject to the 
same unscrupulous attacks from the 
man whom he trusted to make his 
political fight. 

JEFFERSON’S OPINION, 

Jefferson's high opinion of Burr may 
be gathered from the following letter 
written to Burr by Jefferson after the 
latter had been elected President and 
the former Vice-President in 1800: 
While I must congratulate you. my 
dear sir, on the issue of this contest, 
because it is more honorable, and, 
doubtless, more grateful to you than 
any station within the competence of 
the Chief Magistrate: yet, for myself, 
and for the substantial service of the 


public, I feel most sensibly the loss we 
Sustain of your aid in our new admin- 
istration. it leaves a chasm in my ar- 
rangements which cannot be ade- 
quately filled up. { had endeavored to 
compose an administration whose tal- 
ents, integrity, names and dispositions 
should at once inspire unbounded con- 


fidence in the public mind, and insure 
a perfect harmony in the conduct of 
the public business. I lose you from 
the list, and am not sure of all the | 


others. Should the gentlemen who 
possess the public confidence decline 
aking a part in. their affairs, and 
force us to take persons unknown to 
the people, the evil genius of this coun- 
try may realize his avowal that he will 
beat down the administration.“ 

Then came the conspiracy headed 
by Hamilton and backed by Jefferson 
and Gov. Clinton to get Burr out 
the way. The charge was that he had 
made a compact with the Federalists 
against the Republicans for his own 
benefit. Every person in public life 
charged with any part in this compact 
or any knowledge of it, in however 
honorable a way to themselves, de 
the truth of every statement emanat- 
ing from the Hamilton-Jefferson side. 
Among these were James A. Bayard of 
Delaware and Gen. Samuel Smith of 
Maryland. They both denied the alle- 
2 under oath. The Republicans 

ad got into office and wished to oust 
all the judges made by Federalist ap- 
pointment regardiess of the fitness of 
the incumbents. This Burr resisted, 
and that was the full extent of his 
disloyalty to his party. In all other 
acts he was loyal, even when the per- 
sonal cost to himself was heavy. Jef- 
ferson was the man in reality who 
had no compunctions of conscience, 
but deliberately delivered himself over 
to the opposition, agreeing in the most 
specific manner to all their demands, 
to payment of their votes given him 
against Burr, who had refused point 
blank to treat with the Federalists, 


CAUSE OF THE DUEL, 
The events that led to the duel were 
these. 


- 


“The election for Governor in New 
York, in 1804, was in many respects a 
most remarkable contest. On the one 
side stood Burr, alone, appealing to 
the people of his State for vindication, 
On the other side appeared a triumvi- 
rate of rival politicians, whose hatred 
of each other was only exceeded by 
their hatred and fear of Burr. The 
President of the United States, with 
all the power and patronage of the 
general government; the Governor of the 
State of New York, with great family 
influence and large wealth to sustain 
him; and last, but more dangerous 
than either of the others, came Alex- 
ander Hamilton, with a strong politi- 
cal party at his command, forming 
the most powerful combination ever 
united to break down and destroy the 
influence of one man. It was an un- 
equal ht, and the result could be 
readily anticipated, but it was to all 
the parties concerned a fight to the 
death. 

“Jefferson not only proscribed every 
man who dared to be a friend to Burr, 
but turned loose every place-man of 
the government to revile and calumni- 
ate him. Clinton subsidized a low and 
scurrilous press to manufacture and 
publish malicious falsehoods against 
| the candidates. But Hamilton pur- 
sued a course far more dangerous—he 
turned loose the whole Federal party 
of the State upon Burr. It was this, 
and this alone, that defeated him. In 
any contest inside his own party. 
oper had nothing to fear from either 
Jefferson or Clinton, or both combined. 
He could and did carry with him the 
Republicans of New York, overwhelm- 
ingly, against all opposition, but he 
could not overcome these with the 
whole Federal host, led by Hamilton, 
united against him. 

“Hamilton's course, as a party jeader, 
was singularly selfish. The control of 
New York had, for some years, been 
alternating between parties. Burr had 
by a supreme effort, wrested the Stute 
from the Federalists, by a small ma- 
jority, four years before. There had 
been no material change in the rela- 
tive strength of parties in the mean- 
time, though it is probable that in a 
regular contest the Republicans could 
have increased their majority; but 
there was a factional fight going on 
among the Republicans—they had two 
candidates in the field for Governor. 
The door was thus thrown open for the 
Federaiists to enter; they could, in all 
probability, have walked in and taken 
possession. This was the view taken 
by most of the prominent Federalists. 
But Hamilton had other notions; his 
personal hatred ‘of Burr far out- 
weighed his devotion to party. I“ de- 
termined to sacrifice his party. ud 


make a certainty of defeating Burr, 
and to make defeat decisive and dis- 
astrous it must be made to seem the 
work of his own political party—he 
must be beaten by a Republican. 

“The Federalists called a caucus of 
their leading men at Albany, to select 
a candidate for Governor. Hamilton 
attended this meeting with written 
reasons why they should not put up a 
candidate of their own, but in prefer- 
ence should unite with the Clinton fac- 
tion in opposition to Burr. In this 
document Hamilton's real reasons for 
the long and secret efforts he had been 
making to destroy Burr’s reputation 
and influence throughout the country, 
are fully revealed. He sees -clearly 
that Burr's election in the coming 
contest for Governor would certainly 
eee ate by his election to the Pres- 
i y. He knows and he says that 
Burr ‘is a more adroit, able and dar- 
ing chief’ than Jefferson; that he 
would, if placed at the head, of his 
party, not only reunite ‘the scattered 
fragments of the Democratic party,’ 
but would also draw to it ‘a strong 
detachment from th Federalists.’ 
He deciares that ‘a further effect of 
his elevation!“ will be ‘to present to 
the confidence of New England «£ 
man already the man of the Demo- 
cratic leaders of that country, and to- 
ward whom the mass of the people 
have no weak predilection,’ thus de- 
claring the great popularity of Burr 
with the leaders and the body of the 
people in those States. New England 
Was the stronghold of the Federal 
party, but Hamilton insisted that if 
Burr were not defeated in his home 
State, and thus prevented from reach- 
ing the Presidency, ‘it will give him 
fair play to disorganize New England,’ 
to the detriment of the Federal party. 
It was an appeal to the Federalists of 
New York to sacrifice themselves for 
the sake of the party at large and the 
destruction of the party’s most dan- 
gerous political opponent. 

“Hamilton also pointed out the fact 
that Lansing, the Democratic candi- 
date whom he urged them to support, 
was of such personal character that 
‘it is morally certain that the Demo- 


weakened, will molder 
asunder more and more.’ He pays 
Burr they following compliment: 
‘Though detested by some of the lead- 
ing Clintonians, he is certainly not 
personally disagreeable to the great 
body of them, and it will be no diffi- 
cult task for a man of talents, intrigue 


and break 


government, to rally the great body of 
them under his standard, and thereby 
to consolidate for personal purposes, 
the mass of the Clintonians, his own 
adherents among the Democrats and 
‘such Federalists as, frém personal 
good will or interested motives, may 
give him support.“ 

It was here Burr first began to learn 
of Hamilton's duplicity. Then came a 
series of letters between Burr and 
Hamilton and their friends touching 
what Hamilton had n saying. 
Hamilton persistently refused to dis- 
claim the injurious things he had been 
reported as having said of his rival. 
The challenge, duel and death of Ham- 
ilton followed. That Burr asked any 
unusual explanation from his rival is 
controverted by a letter written by 
Hamiiton himself to John Adams de- 
manding just such a disavowal as 
Burr demanded.

ing that a military expedition was be- 
ing prepared on the western waters for 
the purpose of invading the Spanish 
provinces. No further particulars 
were given, and the people, especialiy 


those in the Western States, were | 
thoroughly mystified.. They knew 
nothing of such an enterprise. At the 


meeting of Congress, which followed 
soon, a resolution was adopted, calling 
on the President for further informa- 
tion. To this request the President 


made reply in a special message of 
much length, elaboration and glowing | 
credulity. He had, he said, received 
a voluminous mass of information on 
the subject, ‘but,’ he adds, ‘little has 
been given under the sanction of an 
oath, eo as to constitute legal and for- 
mal evidence. It is chiefly in the form 
of letters, often containing such a 
mixture of rumors, conjectures and 
suspicions as render it difficult to sift 
out the real facts, and unedvirable to 
hazard more than general outlines, 
strengthened by the concurrent infor- 
mation or the particular credibity of 
the relator. 

On the state of the evidence,’ he 
continues, neither safety nor justice 
will permit the exposing of names, ex- 
cept that of the principal actor, whose 
guilt is placed beyond question.’ On 
this state of the evidence, on these 
‘rumors, conjectures and suspicions,’ 
he proceeds to’arraign Aaron Burr for 
a high crime; he charges him with 
having ‘determined to seize on New 
Orleans, plunder the bank there, pos- 
sess himseif of the military and naval 
stores, and proceed on his expedition 
to Mexico, and to this object,’ he says, 
‘all his means and preparations were 
now directed.’ All this is a wonderful 
deduction from evidence which is 
neither legal nor formal, and consist- 
ing mostly of rumors, conjectures and 
suspicions.’ The President felt that 
the country would require better evi- 
dence than he had thus presented to 
sustain his charge. He therefore di- 
rected Gen. Andrew Jackson to investi- 
gate the matter and report the facts. 
He could not have selected a better 
man to run down a traitor than 
treason-hating Andrew Jackson. 
His report from Jackson was given to 
Congress soon after he had sent in his 
message announcing Burr's treason- 
able purpose. The esident says: 
By the letters of Capt. Bissell, who 
commands at Fort Massac, and of Mr. 
Murrell to Gen. Jackson of Tennessee, 
copies of which are now communicated 
to Congress, it will be seen that Aaron 
Burr passed Fort Massac on the 2ist 
of December, with about ten boats, 
navigated by about six hands each, 
without any military appearance.’ 

“The President suppressed Gen. Jack- 
son's perpen report, and does not 
give, in his message, all that Capt. 
Bissell and Mr. Murrell say and imply.

“Capt. Bissell was, at the time he 
made this report, United States Army 
officer in command at Fort Massac. A 
few years later, in the war of 1812, for 
meritorious conduct, he rapidly rose 
through all the grades from captain to 
brigadier-general. He was certainly 
a vigilant officer, whose report is 
worthy of all confidence, especially as 
it is indorsed by Jefferson. himself, in 
laying it before Congress.” 


JEFFERSON IMPLACABLE, | 


In spite of this lack of anything hos- 
tile Jefferson exhausted all the power 
of his office until he had Burr tried. 
John Randolph and others, although 
political opponents of Burr, declaimed 
against the utter lack of legal proce- 
dure in the case. Jefferson was im- 
placable to madness. It is brought out 
that Hamilton was the real concoctor 
of the scheme, with Great Britain as 
his ally, to make war on Latin Amer- 
ica. But Hamilton. thwarted his plans. 
Burr was interested in the scheme, but 
was ineligible to anything headed by 
Hamilton. 

Hear this: 

“Burr’s intention to raise an inde- 
pendent volunteer corps, without a 
commission from the government, was 
not unpatriotic or unlawful; it was ex- 
actly what Andrew Jackson did a few 
Jackson had been a faith- 
ful friend of Burr, and ac” ie his 
Mexican conquest project, if prose- 
cuted, as Burr proposed, during a war 
with Spain. He had been outspoken 
in Burr's defense during his trail at 
Richmond, and had thereby gained the 
lasting enmity of Jefferson and his 
Secretary of State—Madison. When 
the war ot 1812 began he was perhaps 
the best soldier and ablest commander 
in the western country. He offered 
his services to the government and was 
rejected. Madison had not forgotten 
he had been the friend of Burr, and 
Madison believed with Jefferson, that 
‘all Burr’s friends were his accom- 
plices,“ and that all were traitors. 
Jackson could, therefore, get no com- 
mission, and. that was all he asked. 
He offered to raise the command him- 
self in thirty days. But Madison was 
obdurate; he would give no command 
to any one tainted with friendship for 
Burr. But Jackson determined to 
force himself into seryice; the war, ag 
conducted, was meeting only with dis- 
aster, and he longed to retrieve it. 

“He determined to act upon his own 
responsibility; he issued a call for vol- 
unteers, and soon had a large force 
enlisted and organized. He tendered 


these to the government. Madison, 
frightened at the failure of the war 
thus far, dared not refuse them. 


Jackson's division was accepted and 
ordered to Natchez, hundreds of miles 
away, requiring a march through a 
dense wilderness, to be made in mid- |

Some rare examples of its work are 
cherished by a New York merchant, 
the most elaborate being what were 
known as ha!f-moons—conch-shel] 
disks cut in graduated sizes from an 
inch in diameter to four inches and 
bunched like a rosette.

The wood most used has been that 
of the cocoanut of Brasil, but a scarc- 
ity of that material has recently led 
to the more frequent use of ebony. The

“The rosaries of Christendom,” said 
a New York importer, “are made 
among the most abject conditions of 
poverty and ignorance. During a re- 
cent visit to France a Parisian bead 
manufacturer took me through the 
mountain district where they are

“To reach it we had to drive. In the 
huts we stopped at there were no floors, 
and the people grubbed out an exist- 
ence under a tyranny as crushing as 
that of the Middle Ages. 

“At one little place, in honor of our 
visit, a trout was caught in a stream— 
meat is well-nigh unknown 
them—and even fishing was agaipst the 
law, and done at the risk of imprison- 
ment.

Holy Land have brought back chaplets 
of Jerusalem pearl—a stone not unlike 
the Mexican onyx, found in scant quan- 
tities in Palestine. 

But latter-day pilgrims have little 
suspected that their souvenirs were 
made from the refuse scraps of Amer- 
ican button factories, yet such is the 


case. 

It began with the presence of the 
Syrians at the Philadelphia Exposition 
of 1876. American workmen are pro- 
verbially extravagant of their materi- 
als, and at the back door of every but- 
ton factory was a small mound of 
refuse conch shells. The Syrians spied 
a fortune in the regular sections of 
mother of pear! left after the button 
machines had chewed out the best of 
the shelis. 

Great cases of this scrap have since 
been exported to Jerusalem, and there 
is a market price for it of something 
like 3 cents a pound. With infinite 
pains, and at wages that would not 
support a Yankee baby, the Arabian 
workingman cuts out by hand the 
little irregular heads, sets each in a 
hollow in the block of wood: he holds 
in one hand, and with the other la- 
boriously bores a hole with an awl. 

Some of these beads are ported 
unstrung; and on the upper floors of 
an oriental importing house, with an 
impossible firm name, in Washington 
street, a young Syrian woman is en- 
gaged in stringing rosaries. She is one 
of a very few Americans who do it. 

The beads are first strung in the 
proper order on the wire—eilver or gold, 
she tells you, in some of the finer 
chains—and then, with delicate pliers, 
she rapidly shapes and cuts, from the 
wire on which they are first threated, 
the little links which bind the whole to- 


gether. 

The Mohammedan murmurs the 
names of the attributes of Allah on a 
sobha of ninety-nine beads, made of 
the sacred clay of Mecca. The Budd- 
hist, too, tells his prayers on a rosary, 
and travelers from Tibet have brought 
home chaplets wrought out of the 
bones of human skulls.

Nearly One Thousand Five Hundred 
Patents Have Been Issued to Its Citi- 
sens—Only Four Women on the List 
of Inventors. 


[Denver Republican:] Is the gift of 
invention a product of the soll? A 
strange question perhaps, but not so 
foolish as it sounds when read in the 
light of recently-tabulated patent sta- 
tistics. These figures show that an 
overwhelming percentage of the inven- 
tive genius of America—indeed of the 
world—is to be found within the con- 
fines of the State of Connecticut, and. 
what is still more remarkable, tha: 
much of that same percentage is re- 
stricted to the city limits of New Brit- 
ain. 


| Since the United States patent laws 


were enacted 1447 inventions have been 
patented by 344 New Britainers. Within 
a ten-year period one patent was 
granted each year for every 367 inhab- 
itants of the town, nearly three times 
as many as the general average for al. 
the rest of the State. Why is this so?

ONE MAN HAS 121 PATENTS. 


Heading the long list of successfu! 
New Britain inventors is the nam 
of Justus A. Trout, with a record of 
121 patents. Mr. Trout has made a 
great fortune out of his inventigns, all 
apparentiy insignificant trifies.” It is 
the manufacture of these very trifles. 
however, which constitutes the finan- 
cial and commercial strength of Con- 
necticut. Indeed, Connecticut inwen- 
tions have been confined almost ex- 
clusively to mere trifies. 

George E. Adams comes next in the 
list with sixty-six patents. It is 
scarcely possible for the modern man 
or woman of any station in life to 
attempt to dress without recourse to 
some one or other of Mr. Adams's in- 
ventions. Suspender buckles, hose sup- 
porters, garter fasteners, corset steels. 
hooks and eyes, giove clasps, shirt 
studs, collar buttons he has invented 
galore. 

Thomas E. Corscaden comes third. 
with fifty-one devices, among them, in 
all probability, the handles of the cof- 
fin in which you will So Daren. and 
similar grewsome, though necessary 
mechanisms. 

Henry G. Voight, with forty-four, oc- 
cup the fourth place. Mr. Voight 
has devoted his Yankee ingenuity en- 
tirely to the protection of life and 
property. He is a man ks 
and door knobs and iatch keys and 
window fasteners. 

Fortunately for the State, however, 
all the inventive genius of Connecti- 
cut is not confined to New Britain. 
Hartford, New Haven. Ansonia, Wa- 
terbury, Bridgeport and Meriden are 
likewise hotbeds for the propagation 
of Yankee ingenuity. 

A typical example of the Connecticut 
inventor and his ingenious fertility is 
found in the case of Chris Dow- 
ney of Waterbury. Mr. Downey, who 
is not yet 40 years old, ts the proprie- 
tor and manufacturer of twenty-eight 
patents, all of his own invention. He 
likewise is a prolific newspaper corre. 
spondent, sending out Waterbury news 
to a string of no less than twenty-three 
daily newspapers. In addition to all 
this, he is proprietor of an eating 
house, and is now engaged upon the 
writing of a comic song. 

When called upon by me the other 
afternoon, Mr. Downey was inspecting 
a gross of tea strainers. which his 
workmen had just turned out, prepar- 
atory to packing them tor shipment 
He was humming a snatch of a song 
under his breath: 

“Oh, bury me in a brewery,

It seems strange nat among the al- 
most innumerable line of inventors of 
which Connecticut, and particularly 
New Britain, boasts there are only a 
few isolated cases of patents being 
granted to women. In the list of 
New Britain patentees there are only 
four women. Sarah Jane Wheeler pat- 
ented a curry comb in 1861. Eliza- 
beth Minier took out a patent for a 
fruit-jar cover fastener in 1890. Alice 
M. Hobson patented a steam cooker in 
1891, and ances E. Maisonbille a 
“meat tenderer’ in 1897. 

All the other devices contrived by 
Connecticut women have proved either 
defective or absurd when attempts 


manufacture. Why this should be 20 
raised another question, quite as un- 
answerable as that asked in the be- 
ginning of this article.

BLEW UP THE SHARK. 


Novel Method Employed to Destroy 
a South Sea Monster by Officers of 
the Vandalia. 


[Washington Correspondence New 
York Sun:] “The biggest shark I ever 
saw was tully 30 teet jong,” Faid a 
naval officer. “Il have never heard of 
any other as big as that. Nobody 
with whom i have talked on the sub- 
ject could recall having seen such a 
vig feilow. 

‘Tae way we ended the existence of 
this giant of the sea was interesting. 
l Was an engineer on the old Vandal 
gown in the South Seas a short ume 
before she wus destroyed with the 
drenton and the Nipgic and three 
German Warships in the Samoan hur- 
ricane of 1389. While we were at an- 
chor in Apia Harbor this big shark 
kept us ciose company. 
close to the galiey port and lived well 
on the swill which the cooks threw 
overboard. it was so big and so bold 
that the men were afraid to go in 
bathing near the ship, and finally they 
became uneasy over the presence of 
the shark, and threw out nints that 
something should be done to drive it 
away or Kill it. 

“The ordinary method of catching 
sharks was not successful with this 
a big iron hook 
with a piece of pork, but the shark 
got away with hook and bait, snap- 
ping the line—a thick rope—with its 
powerful jaws, and was apparently 
none the worse for the experience. We 
baited another hook attached to a 
heavy n. but the shark wouldn't 
touch this. Then the captain gave 
permission to some of the marines to 
fire at the monster, but at the flash of 
a rifle it would dive and not come to 
the surface until a safe distance away. 

. presence of that snark began 
to have a bad effect on the ship's com- 
pany. The men became uneasy and 
dissatisfied under the influence of a gu- 
perstition that the close atterition 
which the fellow paid us meant ill 
luck for all on board. Finally 1 hit 
on a plan which I thought wo work 
the shark's destruction. I filled a 
g00G-sized bottle with guncotton and 
ran an insulated wire through the 
cork. The other end of the coil of wire 
was attached to a small dynamo which 
we had on board. Then we dropped 
the bottle overboard 200 feet from the 
stern and awalted results. 

“But the shark was cute. It wouldn't 
touch the bottle. We hauled it in, 
wrapped a big piece of pork about it, 
and dropped it overboard again. 
Still it wouldn't take 
Halt. We noticed that every 
time a cook emptied a swill bucket 
the shark would come forward and eat 
the contents, so we hauled the bottle 
alongside and tnrew a lot of table 
scraps and other galley refuse over it. 
Sure enough, the shark swam up and 
swallowed bottle, swill and all. was 
about to turn on the current to de- 
tqnate the guncotton when someone 
shouted that the shark was so near 
that the ship might be injured by the 
explosion. We then tried to drive the 
Shark away. We threw things at it, 
and shouted, but it woudin’t move. 
For some reason the shark didn’t at- 
tempt to bite the wire which trailed 
out of its mouth. It had always shown 
fear of small boats, so wel called 
away a cutter. When the shark saw 
the men getting into the boat it swam 
away slowly unt it reached the limit 
of the wire. Just then the current 
was turned on, and the monster's re- 
mains were scattered all over the 
water.

UR NEW ECONOMIC 
CONQUEST OF EUROPE. 


TREMENDOUS CHANGES THAT 
HAVE BEEN WROUGHT BY IT. 
— 


Extract from a Paper Read by Brooks 
Adams at New York Before the Amer- 
ican Economic Association Last Win- 
ter—A Look into the Future. 


[New York Sun:] An inquiry into 
the meaning of the recent expansion of 
the foreign trade of the United States 
opens the gravest of economic prob- 
lems, for that expansion is, prob- 
ably, only one amid innumerable ef- 
fects of a displacement of the focus 
of human energy. Such displacements 
have occurred periodically from the 
dawn of civilization; and of all phases 
of human development they are, per- 
haps, those which merit most to rivet 
our attention, since they have always 
been preceded by a wave of superb 
prosperity, and have left decay behind. 

In three years (after 1893) America 
reorganized her whole social system by 
a process of consolidation, the result 
of which has been the so-called trust. 
But the trust, in reality, ig the highest 
type of administrative efficiency, and 
therefore of economy, has 
yet, been attained. B 
consolidation the Amer people were 
enabled to utilize their mines to the 
full; the centers of mineral produc- 
tion and of exchanges were forced 
westward, and the well-known symp- 
toms supervened. The first of these 
symptoms was war. The larity 
of the present movement is its rapidity 
and intensity, and this appears to be 
due to the amount of energy developed 
in the United States, in proportion to 
the energy developed elsewhere. The 
shock of the impact of the new power 
seems overw 


Only four years ago, in March, 1897, 
America completed her reorganisation, 
for in that nth the great consoli- 


dations at Pittsburgh first undersold 
Europe in steel. Immediately Spain 
and Cuba disintegrated, England en- 
tered on a phase of decay correspond- 
ing pretty exactly to that which Spain 
passed through under Philip II, Ger- 
many sought relief by attacking China 
and attempting to absorb her mines, 
while Russia collapsed. The reason for 
these catastrophes apparently is that 
no nation so suddenly ever attained to 
such a commanding position as the 
United States now holds, because no 
nation ever succeeded in so short a 
time in developing such resources so 
cheaply. In truth the United States 
lying between two continents, with 
ports on either ocean connected by 
the most perfect of railroads, with- 
out mountains to make transportation 
costly, as in Asia, with the great lakes 
penetrating the interior, with unlim- 
ited gold and silver, iron, coal and cop- 
per, with a fertile soil and an enter- 
prising population, and with the whole 
social system, industry. 
transportation and farming, adminis- 
tered with a precision elsewhere un- 
dreamed of, enjoys not the advantage 
of Nineveh or Syracuse, of Rome, of 
Lombardy, or of England separately, 
but of all of these combined, and her 
attack is proportionately cogent. Hence 
the center of gravity df human so- 
ciety is shifting very rapidly, the seat 
of mineral production and of com- 
mercial exchanges is migrating west- 
ward, the lines of transportation are 
straightening to correspond, and Lon- 
don is ceasing to be the universal mart. 
A glance at the charts showing the 
course of ocean steamers during the 
past twenty years will indicate the di- 
rection of trade. 

As the volume of American exports 
has grown, so has the tide of exchanges 
set more decisively against Great Brit- 
ain until her people have literally eaten 
up the accumulations they once pos- 
sessed in America. Her accumulations 
depleted, she now lives by borrowing. 
Well-informed authorities in Lombard 
street estimate that during the past 
summer (1901) $400,000.000 of French 
cash has been in constant use to main- 
tain the balance of the Bank of Eng- 
land and to float the public loans. All 
admit that the London money market 
is completely dominated by Vrench 
bankers. Certainly English shipping 
retains its relative importance, but 
its actual profits are problematical, if 
not to owners, at least to the nation 
at large. The British tron mines are 
failing, the copper mines hate failed: 
therefore ores have to be carried to 


England. The British fields no longer 


yield good, therefore Great Britain has 
to pay Americans to feed her, and pay 
for the transport of what they have 
to buy. Meanwhile the British spend 
upon the basis of the lavish profits of 
old, even when the profits are gone. 
and thence comes that drain of gold 
which once prostrated Bome, and aft- 
erward desolated Spain, and which has 
always led to pillage. When Philip re- 
solved to crush the Netherlands, Alva 
boasted that he would make treasure 
flow from Flanders in a stream a yard 
deep, and the policy of Philip toward 
the Dutch was nearly parallel to the 
policy of Lord Salisbury’s Cabinet to- 
ward South Africa. It is superfluous 
to observe that with Spain and Ene- 


land alike the speculation falled 
throu lack of military energy.

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OF THE CANDY HABIT.

{Chicago Tribune: ] E since far - 
secing dealers began putting candy into 
artistic pasteboard boxes fringed with 
ingenious designs of paper lace and tied 
with gold or silver cord, the title of 
“candy fiend” has clung with insepara- 
ble tenacity to the matinée girl. But 
tm Chicago, at least, the matinée girl 
ie not the only one who has a pro- 
nounced and assertive sweet tooth. 
There are others who have the candy 
habit with all of its pernicious seduc- 
tions, and strangely enough those 


others are men. 


In point of numbers women who have 
the candy habit dominate men similar- 
ly afflicted, but in this respect only can 

be said to occupy a position to 
fore. For when a man becomes a 
candy fiend he develops into the worst 
kind of a fiend, resorts to lavish ex- | 
penditures and injects candy eating 
into his business as well ag his social 
diversions. Chicago has one man alone 
who during a single summer ate 400 
pounds of chocolate creams, a record 
sufficiently startling to cause even the 
most perfectiy-developed matinée girl 
to blush for shame, This man has made 
several attempts to swear off,“ but as 
yet hasn't succeeded, and the enemy 
pursues him as relentlessly today as 
when he first became a candy fiend.” 


GOES ON CANDY SPREES. | 
Another man suffers from what he 


calls candy sprees, and according to 
his own admission is as helpless when 
the desire for candy strikes him as the 
most helpless slave to liquor, His peri- 
odicals come on every three weeks with 
remarkable regularity. He may 
sitting at his desk, walking along the 
street, or even lying in bed when the 
idea strikes him, but this matters not, 
for when his sweet tooth begins to 
assert itself there is but one thing for 
him to do—start out to find a candy 
store. 

This man never buys in large quanti- 
tles, for he never knows just how long 
the desire for sometifing sweet will 
pursue him. Sometimes it lasts but a 
day;or two, whiie 8 it will con- 
tinue for a week. hile on one of 
these “periodicals” the candy slave is 
never wtihout.a little bag of sweets, 
except when asleep. Even then he is 
not free, for he sometimes wakes up in 
the night suffering from the same burn- 
ing desire for more candy. After éat- 
ing a little he goes back to sleep satis- 

‘ strange peculiarity of the 
habit as it has fastened itself upon 
this man is that after the fever“ has 
left him he couldn't be induced to 
taste candy for any consideration. 
CRAVING BY FITS AND STARTS. 

“The stuff is absolutely repulsive to 
me except when I am on one of my 
sprees, he says. This candy-eating 
is no joke with me. I sometimes try 
to throw off the desire when it lays 
hold of me, but I find that I cannot 
work without candy, for my nerves be- 
come all unstrung, and nothing will 
satisfy me. Naturally, it seems fool- 
ish to most people, but: with me it is 
a serious matter. I usually buy choco- 
late creams and carry a small bag of 
them around with me. I never eat 
more than 25 or 50 cents’ worth a day. 
The minute the ‘spree’ works itself 
out I lose my desire for candy, and 
the sight of a chocolate cream will 
sometimes make me sick. I go along 
in this way until the next periodical 
arrives, and then it is the same story 
over again. I have tried to quit it, but 
have never been able to hold out more 
than one day.“ ‘ 

Candy dealers who, perhaps, are bet- 
ter qualified to judge the consuming 
properties of each individual sweet 
tooth, assert that men buy fully as 
much candy as women, and not all of it 
is intended for future delivery, either, 
There is, however, a difference in the 
manner in which men and women 
make purchases. Men buy in 6 and 10- 
cent lots, so they can carry the sweet 
stuff in their pockets and eat it while 
walking. along the street. Women 
usually lean toward pretty*pasteboard 
boxes, and most of their cafidy-eating 
is done either at home or in the thea- 
ter. But as to rsons ho suffer 
from the candy habit, well-developed 
types are to be found among both 
men and women. 

BAT IT TO BE DOING SOMETHING. 
“Certainly there are candy fiends,”’ 
said a State-street merchant, “and it 
would be hard to say whether men or 
women hav ethe habit to a more pro- 
nounced degree.

Deadly Snake Which Renders Ezplora- 
tion of the Island of Martinique a 
Perilous Undertaking. 


(New York Sun:] Former residents 
of Martinique say that the perils of 
any expedition making exploration or 
bringing succor to the country about 
St. Pierre will be doubtless gravely in- 
creased by the presence of the fer-ded 
lance. This serpent, which is the 
curse of the island, is said to be the 
deadliest of snakes outside of India, and 
the inhabitants of the regions infested. 
by it say that not even the terrible 
hooded cobra inflicts death more 
swiftly or surely. Says 
—_ 2 lived for some ye on the 
sland: 

“Unless all the fer-de-lance in the 
region of St, Pierre were destroyed by 
the eruption there is likely to be a con- 
siderable mortality from snake bite for 
the next few weeks. The gulches 
around the city fairly swarm with the 
venomous reptiles. It is principally 
because of their presence that ascents 
of Mont Pelee, otherwise not particu- 
larly difficult or hazardous, have been 
so infrequent. 

“So far as we now know the water- 
courses of the locality have been 
choked. The vipers all require mols- 
ture, and the fer-de-lance is very * 
tial to water. Undoubtedly, then, 
there has been an exodus from the

“It is a curious fact that in cases of 
seismic disturbances snakes make for 
the lowland. I have heard that when 
Mont Pelee was disturbed in the mid- 
dle of the last century the fer-de- 
lance overran the streets of the 
town, although they are naturally a 
grassiand snake, and a number of 
people were killed by them. 

“Suppose, now, that the shore be- 
yond the district where all -life has 
been blasted out has become the refuge 
of these creatures, what will happen 
to the men who land there, particularly 
if they are ignorant of the da g ae 
is not pleasant to think of. he fer- 
de-lance does not wait to be attacked.

HOW OUR COMMERCIAL ARMY IS INVADING T 
EUROPEAN CONTINENT. 


Fron Our Own Correspondent. 


HAVE come across the great Atlantic ferry to tell 
* what the Yankees are doing in Europe. The 
subject is attracting more attention here than at 
home. The Germans call it “the great American peril” 
and it is said that the phrase originated with the Em- 
peror himself. The English have dubbed it the “Yankee 
invasion,” and the London papers are publishing long 
series of articles upon it. The subject is so important 
that it has a place in the discussions of the parliaments 
of the various countries, and both capitalists and work- 
ingmen are thoroughly aiarmed. 

Even the monarchs are worried. It was to win the 
affection of our Yankee tradesmen that the Kaiser sent 
his brother to America, and whenever one of the Amer- 
ican princes of our big trusts comes over here the no- 
bility bow down to him as the idolatrous Israelites did 
to the golden calf. Pierpont Morgan is as well known 
here as he is at home, and Mr. Schwab, during his re- 
cent visit to England and the continent, hobnobbed with 
kings, and Edward of England, the most particular of 
them all in matters of etiquette, gave him an audience 
in a vain endeavor to learn “how America does it.” 


Two Million Dollars a Day. 


But what is all the iuss about? It is about $2,000,000 
a day. Only a little matter of $83,000 an hour, a baga- 
telle of $1400 a minute.

A Tour of Investigation. i 

Before 1 begin to describe the situation, I want to give 
a short outline of my proposed tour. I am at this writ- 
ing in London. I shall remain here for some weeks, 
after which I shall visit some of the industrial centers 
of the United Kingdom and then go to the continent. 

In England I want to show you the greatest markets 
of the world and how our American goods are flowing 
into them, to look into the enormous electrical possibil-. 
ities above and below ground and among other things 
describe the famous Tuppenny Tube Electric line, which 
is equipped with electrical machinery and which cost 
about $3,000,000 a mile. I shall describe the place that 
America has in these London markets and by pen pic- 
tures of this greatest city of the world show where and 
how our position may become greater still. 

Outside the English metropolis I shall visit the great 
industrial centers to tell how some of our raw materials 
are turned into the manufactures which have made John 
Bull so wealthy. I want to picture the new American 
factories now being built on English soil, and to com- 
pare the labor of this country with ours. I may get to 
the coal mines, which are so deep that John Bull will 
from now on have to rely largely on the supplies of 
Uncle Sam to keep him warm and his factories working. 


In Russia. 


Ce. 111130 &.m., 161409. 


Leaving England, I shall visit our biggest customers 
on the continent. I want to spend a while in Russia. At 
St. Petersburg I shall give a letter on the young Czar 
and tell of the vast internal improvements he is making 
on the greatest empire of the globe. I shall visit Mos- 
cow and other great manufacturing centers and show 
how it is from the Russians that we have much to fear 
in our trade competition of the future. Russia is the 
granary of Europe. It has the largest farm population 
of the whole world and the extent to which we are sell- 
ing it farm machinery will be interesting. 


Among the Germans. 
Germany will be next visited. This country is the 
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giant of modern times. It is one of the best manu- 
facturers and the shrewdest trader of all the European 
countries, and it is doing more in comparison with what 
God has given it than any other. The Berlin of 1902, 
the technical schools, how Germany is capturing the 
oceans, the mighty ports, the American hog and how it 
goes into sausage for German stomachs and American 


‘trade on the Rhine will be among the subjects of my 


investigation. 


From Germany I will gc to Holland and Belgium, and 
then to France. Each of these countries will be treated 


along the same and otner lines, the only aim being to 


get news matter interesting to Americans. 
On an American Cruiser. 


I came to Engiand on an American cruiser. Kugland 
and Germany have the bulk of the shipping of the At- 
lantic, so much so that it is estimated we pay England 
alone about $75,900,000 a year for carrying our freight, 
although we are beginning to acquire lines of our own, 
It was only last year that Pierpont Morgan and his as- 
sociates bought the Leyland line for between $8,000,000 
and $9,000,000, and the International Navigation Com- 
pany, which is Simon pure American, has a ficet of big 


steamers which are keeping the Atlantic hot between 


America and Europe. It was on the St. Louls of their 
line that I crossed. The ship is one of 11,629 tons; it is 
one of the best on the Atlantic and one of the fastest 


on record and it was built by an American. It came 


from Cramps’ shipyards in Philadelphia, and, like the 


| rest of the boats of its line, it is now doing more busi- 


ness than English ships of the same class and tonnage. 

The St. Louis is run on the American plan and in one 
respect on a plan that has much to do with making 
Americans successful in their present invasion. I mean 
that the boat is pushed as far as is consistent with 
safety. It makes almost one-third more trips a year 
than English boats of the same class. The English 
method is to go slow and let the ships rest between 
times, with the belief that in this way they will last 
the longer. The American plan is to work them for 
what they are worth and as soon as they begin to fail to 
sell them as freighters or throw them on the scrap heap. 

Said a leading steamship man to me lately: “The world 
moves too fast to attempt to keep up with it with ang 
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but the very best and newest machinery. There are new 


inventions every month and the ship that don’t have 
them will have to take the skim milk of freight and pas- 


sengers. It is better to buy new ships and get the 
cream. This is one trouble with England's shipping 
over the world today. Take the P. O., one of their 
famous lines to the Oriept. A generation ago it had 
no competitor to speak of, today the Germans are get- 
ting the most of its trade. The Germans have the fastest 
and the best of the Atlantic steamers and they are build- 
ing bigger ones and better ones every year. 

The fastest ship now on the ocean is the Deutschland 
of the Hamburg-American line. It has 16,000 tons and 
fits record speed in crossing the Atlantic was just about 
twenty-three and a half nautical miles an hour. It went 
from Sandy Hook to Plymouth in five days, seven hours 
and thirty-eight minutes. The record speed of the St. 
Paul, a sister ship of the St. Louis, for its fastest voyage 
averaged twenty-one miles and eight minutes to the 
hour, an average only surpassed by the Deutschland, the 
Kronprinz Wilhelm of the North German Lloyd, and the 
Lucania of the Cunard line. ; 


A Sample Company of Invaders.

dan fashion. There were also the representatives of 
some of the biggest agricultural implement makers of 
the United States, two men from the Milwaukee Har- 
vester Company, going to establish agencies in England 
and continental Europe, and a Paterson, N. J., man who 
intends to coat Europe red with his cold water paint. 
3 me he sells it already from the Baltic to the 

terranean, and

Then we had Lubin, the Philadelphia optician and mo- 
tion picture man, who told me that vast quantities of 
American spectacles and eyeglasses are now sold in 
Russia, Germany, France and England, and Collins, an- 
other Philadelphian, an azent for the sale of photo- 
graphic cardboard and mounts. We had also Levy of 
New York, an exporter and importer of toys, who in- 
forms me that all toys made by machinery in America 
are now having a heavy sale in Europe. Even in Ger- 
many, the great toy-making country of the world, our 
fron and wooden toys are sold in quantity. They are 
Prettier and better than the hand-made German articles 
and can be sold for half the price. Mr. Levy is going 
over to buy dolls for the American market. He says 3000 
different varieties of dolls are made in Germany, and 
that the latest fashions in American dresses are sent 
to the doll makers in order that our children may have 


dolls with dresses as up-to-date as their mothers. 


Another German-American passenger was on his way 
to open up an office for American typewriters in Berlin, 
while a mining engineer from California was en route 
for the South African gold fields, and a young Indianian 
was on his way to Southampton and Buenos Ayres to 
pave the streets of the Argentine capital with Trinidad 
asphalt. 

We had also silk men, machinery men and grain men. 
The list is too long to be given and I cannot mention 
the variety of freight, for the purser showed me that the 
different articles ran into the hundreds. I will only say 
that we had a big cargo of machinery, flour and fresh 
meat, and that among the fruits there were 400 boxes 
and 100 barrels of ripe apples. 6 


The Invaders in London. 


Landing at Southampton, I came directly to London. 
There was a special train for the passengers waiting at 
the wharf. The trip took less than two hours and it 
was about the middle of the afternoon when I reached 
my hotel. This gave me a couple of hours before dark 
for a stroll, during which I noted some of the evidences 
of the American invasion. Suppose you take the walk 
with me. We start at the Hotel Cecil, in the busiest 
part of the Strand. The street is full of hansoms, four- 
wheelers and great two-story "buses, which are going on 
the trot back and forth between the city and the West 
End. The ‘busses are heavy two-story affairs, with a 
dozen seats on the roof, as well as a dozen within. Their 
sides, fronts, and tops are plastered with advertisements. 
Bee that one going by now! It has a black crow holding 
up an American liver pill sign on the steps and our best- 
known typewriter displayed just above. Along the top is 
an advertisement of Ben Hur” by Gen. Lew Wallace, 
which is now being played at one of the theaters, and 
on the next bus an announcement that Charles Frohman 
will soon present “Arizona.” 


Support Home Industries. 


But see the omnibus coming down the Strand! Notice 
that great yellow board advising you to buy Bryant 
May's Matches and Support Home Labor. The "bus be- 
hind has a similar sign and thereby hangs a tale. For 
many years Bryant May's matches were the chief 
ones in England. Their monopoly was apparently as 
safe as that of the Standard Oil Company and they ex- 
pected to continue paying dividends out of sulphur until 
the judgment day required all of the raw material for 
other purposcs. They thought the same when they were 


told that the American Diamond Match Company had 


appeared on the scene and proposed to compete for the 
trade. They soon changed their minds, however, and 
this is what happened. The English were using old ma- 
chinery. The American company had the best and the 
newest of patents. They established factories and easily 
undersold their English competitors. They got to the 
front and kept there. The Bryant and May people sent 
agents all over the world seeking for machinery to 
withstand the Americans, but it was not to be found. 
Tie result was that they threw their hau ls and were 
absorbed by the Diamond Match Company, though their 
old name was still held. 

The have the machines and the patents, 


and replied. 


and their success showed they were well justified for 


their big expenses in perfecting their machinery, which, 
it is said, often cost them $50,000 a year and upward. 
In one year the company paid $250,000 for patents. It 
has always paid dividends to its stockholders. The words 
“Support home industries” in its advertisements only 
mean that the matches are now made in England, al- 
though the bulk of the profits go to the Americans. The 
new company has introduced American methods into its 
works and its employés are far better treated than those 
of the ordinary English establishments. 

The watch cry, Support home industries.“ is put on 
many British articles. I found it on a brand of oatmeal 
at a coffee house where I stopped for a snack this after- 
noon, and with it was the guarantee that the “grain 
used was the best Scottish oats procurable.” 


American Shoes and Rubbers. . 


But suppose we start out on our walk. Look now at 
the stores. They call them shops here, but no matter. 
Here is one advertising American shoes of the latest and 
most popular makes. You will find them scattered here 
and there all over London. The English can make a 
good shoe—they call shoes boots—but there is no style 
about it, and mighty little comfort. The leather looks 
as though it was chopped out with a hatchet and the 
toes are sharp. Their shoes cost more to make than 
ours, and the result is we are selling them more than 
$1,000,000 worth of shoes every year. 

In this store window in which we are looking. is an 
advertisement of American rubbers—in the ordinary 
shop they call rubbers “gums,” which makes me think 
of the English- girl who was asked if her sister was in, 
“No, but she will be ere right soon. She 
is hout cleaning her gums on the mat.” Speaking of 
American rubbers, there ought to be a good market for 
them here if we can educate the people to their use. As 
far as I can see, no ru at all are worn, and still 
it rains here the part of the time and the 
streets are muddy, notwithstanding the excellent clean- 
ing arrangements. Men and women trot along through 
the filth, the ladies holding their dresses much higher 
than is common in our American towns. 


Brandy Peaches and American Cocktails. 


We have left the Strand and are walking along Picca- 
dilly. This is in the swell part of London, where the 
finest shops are. Let us go into this one, which has all 
sorts of fancy canned fruits and jellies in the window. 
The English are noted for their preserves of all kinds, 
and London makes marmalade and jams which are sold 
all the world over. Here is one place where we are sure 
to find no American goods! But let us ask the shop- 
keeper. He is a fat beefeater in a white apron, and he 
smiles as I tell him he has a beautiful store. 

“American goods! Of course I have!” is the reply to 
my question. “Here is a fine thing in brandy peaches 
just in from New York. There are about a dozen peaches 
in that jar, and we sell it for eight shillings, or $2. We 
have all sorts of American pickles, canned corn and 
tomatoes and oatmeal. Here is some tobasco sauce 
which came from Louisiana. I have one customer who 
calls it ‘liquid ell,“ and so it is,” concluded the grocer, 
reficctively. “But wouldn’t you like to walk below and 
sce my wine cellAr? I do a great trade in wines.” 

“No, I believe not,” says I, “but have you also Amer- 
ican wines?” 


“No,” said the grocer, “but we have plenty of Amer- | 


ican brandies and cocktails in bottles. The English 
like your cocktails, and we sell a lot of them.” 


All Sorts of American Goods. 


Going on with our walk American goods meet us at 
every turn. Here in Regent street they are selling Amer- 
ican candy, and there is a store where you can buy Amer- 
ican tools and hardware. The chémist shops which we 
know as drug stores are full of our novelties for the liver 
and stomach, and the dry goods stores, which they call 
“draper shops,” contain shirt waists made in Massa- 
chusctts and cottons from the Southern States. The in- 
vasion which has been represented in our country as one 
of heavy articles, such as meat, grains, steel, iron 
and heavy machinery, embraces all sorts of little things 
which are rapidly coming into common use. A good 
idea of it was given not long ago by Fred McKenzie in 
one of his able letters on this subject to the London 
Mail, which has been published in a little book entitled 
“The American Invadere.” It shows: 


How the Londoner Leans on the Yankee. 


Says Mr. McKenzie: 

“In the domestic life we have got to this: The aver- 
age Londoner rises in the morning from his New Eng- 
land sheets, he shaves with American soap and a Yankee 
safety. razor, pulls on his Boston boots over his socks 
from North Carolina, fastens his Connecticut braces, 
slips his Waltham or Waterbury watch in his pocket 
and sits down to breakfast. 

“There he congratulates his wife on the way her II- 
linois straight-front corset sets off her Massachusetts 


blouse, and he tackles his breakfast. He eats bread’ 


made from prairie flour (possibly doctored at the special 
establishments on the lakes,) tinned oysters from Balti- 
more, and a little Kansas City bacon, while his wife 
plays with a slice of Chicago ox tongue. The children 
are given ‘Quaker’ oats. 

“At the same time he reads his morning paper printed 
by American machines on American paper with Amer- 
ican ink, and possibly edited by a smart journalist from 
New York City. 

“He rushes out, catches the electric tram (New York) 
to Shepherd's Bush, where he gets in a Yankee elevator 
to take him on to the American-fitted electric railway to 
the city. 

“At his office, of course, everything is American. He 
sits on a Nebraskan swivel chair, before a Michigan roll- 
top desk, writes his letters on a Syracuse typewriter, 
signing them with a New York fountain pen and drying 
them with a biotting sheet from New England. 

“The letters copies are put away in files manufactured 
in Grand Rapids. 

“At lunch time we hastily swallowed some cold roast 
beef that comes from the Middle West cow and flavors 
it with Pittsburgh pickles, followed by a few Delaware 
tinned peaches and then soothes his mind with a couple 
of Virginia cigarettes. 

To follow this course all day would be wearisome. But 
when evening comes he seeks relaxation at the latest 
American musical comedy, drinks a cocktail or some 
California wine, and finishes up with a couple of ‘little 
liver pills’ made in America.” |

In Medical Talk for May, Dr. A. J. Miller of St. Louis 
criticises a statement made in that journal, in which 
reference was made to osteopathy as requiring a thor- 
ough knowledge of anatomy.

Milter takes exception, because he says that, six years 
ago, he visited the school at Kirksville, Mo., the birth- 
place of osteopathy, and that they had no disseciions at 
that time, all their anatomy being learned from books. 
In reply to this, C. W. Proctor, professor of chemistry 
and neurology in the American School of Osteopathy, 
shows t since that time a full course in dissection has 
been added in the Kirksville school, and that most of 
the early graduates have returned for a more extended 
course since that time.

Yeast Bread Unwholesome. 


H YGIENISTS have long thought that yeast bread is 
unwholesome. Among other things, it has been 
shown that a certain percentage of alcohol is developed 
in fermented bread, and it is believed that in many per- 
sons an appetite for alcoholic beverages has been grad- 
ually aroused by the consumption of such bread, es- 
pecially where the fermentation process has not yet been 
thoroughly carried out. Following is an extract from 


an article in a recent issue of the Phrenological Jour- 
nal, by Dr. E. F. Miller, on “Digestion Versus Fermenta- 
tion:” 

“Yeast is the principal agent for producing fermenta- 
tion. Theré are three forms or conditions in which it 


propagates; namely, yeast fermentation, acetic fer-

stomach mainly by being incorporated into bread. This 
is done for the avowed purpose of making the bread 
light and more easily digested. In making bread, the 
cook dissolves a yeast cake in warm water, and as soon 
as the flour is stirred into the water, the yeast germs 
begin to devour the sugar in the flour and thus they 
propagate and multiply, until nearly all the sugar is con- 
sumed. These germs consume nearly one-fifth of the 
carbohydrates in the flour, by developing new germs, and 
by this process they multiply by millions, and in so do- 
ing generate alcohol and carbon dioxide, two deadly 
poisons. It is the carbon dioxide gas that makes the 
bread light. When the sugar in the flour is thus all 
used, unless the dough is molded into loaves and baked, 
acetic or vinegar fermentation is set up, and this rapidly 
generates into putrefactive fermentation, which ends in 
the total destruction of all the protein as well as carbo- 
hydrates contained in the flour. 

“It is generally supposed that baking the bread kills 
the yeast germs, and that the gas and alcohol are thus 
evaporated. This may be true so far as the outside of 
the bread is concerned, but not for the inside, and the 
yeast germs contained therein are eaten and carried into 
the stomach, alimentary canal, and blood. 

Starch and sugar are the main nutritive constituents 
in the carbohydrates, and in the process of digestion they 
are converted first into maitose and galactose and later 
into glucose or fruit sugar before they are, or can be, as- 
similated. The most of the sugar consumed by the peo- 


ple of this country is cane sugar, of waich we use an- 


nually an average of about sixty-eight pounds per capita. 
Cane sugar does not casily ferment, but it is never as- 
similated except it is changed into glucose or fruit sugar,“ 
which is readily fermented. When yeast germs are pres- 
ent, with heat and moisture, férmentation sets in and 
such fermentation is a prolific cause of dyspepsia or in- 
digestion. Carbon dioxide (carbonic acid gas, as it is 
commonly called) and alcohol are both generated in the 
alimentary canal by yeast fermentation. In this way 
the blood soon becomes loaded with dead and living 
yeast germs, with carbon dioxide and alcohol and other 
impurities, and these impurities accumulate in the tis- 
sues, and thus the germs of all forms of acute and 
chronic disease are generated. The bowels become con- 
stipated and the effete and putrefying matters generated 
by fermentation, as weil as other effete and waste mat 
ter, are not carried out of the body by defecation, but 
are thrown upon the kidneys, and thus diabetes and 
Bright's disease are developed; or they may be carricd 
to the skin, and cezema and other skin eruptions ap- 
pear; or they may de forced out in boils and carbuncles, 
or appear in cancer or other tumors; or they may be sent 
to the mucous surfaces, and nasal caiarrh, asthma, bron- 
chitis, tuberculosis, or pneumonia may be developed. 
Thus all forms of chronic and acute diseases may be en- 
gendered. By taking cold and checking the action of 
the skin, these impurities may clog tue capillary vessels 
of some of the organs or tissues of the body and an 
acute and local inflammation or genera] fever be eu- 
gendered.” 


Formaldehyde. 


HE Southern California Practitioner for April re- 

produced a paper by B. M. Davis, professor of biology 
of the State Normal Schoo! of Los Angeles, on “Formai- 
dehyde and Disinfection,” in which he strongly indorses 
the use of that substance as a disinfectant and also, in- 
cidentally, as a preservative. Mr. Davis said: ‘ 

“A very small amount is sufficient as a preservative. 
A i-per-cent. solution has kept delicate animal tissue 
for six years, and no doubt will keep it indefinitely. The 
possibility of preventing decomposition by means of a 
very small quantity of formaldehyde has ied to its ex- 
tensive use in a way detrimental to public weilare— in 
preservation of foodstuffs, notably milk.” 

This is true. Such chemical substances have their 
uses, but they are undoubtedly highly injurious when 
consumed day after day for a long time in the shape of 
preservatives. Such adulteration, which is so largely 
practiced nowadays, should be strictly forbidden by law 
in California, as it has been already in some States of 
the Union. 


Wine Versus Whisky. 


HE Fresno Republican has the following sensible re- 
marks in regard to the possible extension of the use 
of light California wines, in place of whisky: 

“The American who wants a drink for the alcoholic 
effect drinks whisky; the American who wants a cheap 
drink or a big drink drinks beer, and these two drinks 
are destined to monopolize the saloon-drinking of Amer- 
ica, probably as long as we are uncivilized enough to 


maintain saloons. The market for wine is not to be 


found in saloons, nor among those who drink in saloons. 
It is in the homes and on the tables of respectable tem- 
perance people. There is very little market, emong such 
people, for even good whisky, sold under its right name. 

“There are enough people in the United States able to 
drink pure wine at a reasonable price to consume more 
than California can ever produce, and all we are likely 
to import from France, besides. But the purity of the 
average wine of commerce must be an established com- 
mercial fact before the use of wine will ever become gen- 
eral among these people. Some of them will be tec 
totalers, and wear out their nerves with coffee or to- 
bacco, while some will be drinkers, and fire 
their brains with whisky or dull them with 


beer, thus contributing their quota to the annual crop.

Alcoholism and Tuberculosis. 


FRENCH professor, in an address on the measures 

adopted by different nations for the prevention of 
consumption, declared that alcoholism is the most potent 
factor in propagating tuberculosis. He quoted a table, 
showing the ratio of deaths from tuberculosis in 10,000 
inhabitants, compared with the annual consumption of 
alcohol in litres, per capita. Where the annual con- 


sumption of alcohol was 12.47 litres, the deaths from

QUEER TRAP SET IN WASHINGTON TO 
CATCH THE, FIRST SIGNAL.

Indeed these are times when this great spinning top 


h on which we dwell must be carefully watched at every 


ter of the earth’s greatest volcanic belt. This belt is 
disturbed to our north as well as to our south. “Are we 
specially favored. by Providence, or is our time yet to 
come?” is the question which I have this week been pass- 
ing about among our great corps of official geologists. 
The Great Volcanic Belt. 


Lying dormant along our western coast are many 
volcanoes forming the center of this great volcanic belt 
which begins at Terra del Fuego, creeps upward along 
the western coast of South America, through Central 
America and into Mexico, where it broadens to cover 
our Pacific Coast ranges and ascends along the shore of 
British Columbia, lining Alaska and passing over Ber- 
ing Sea to descend along the Oriental coast line of the 
Pacific even farther than the Philippines. The volcanoes 
of the West Indies are offshoots from this great chain 
of fire which surrounds also the craters rising from the 
bed of the Mid-Pacific. In the West Indies, in Alaska, 
in the Philippines cones strung on this long string are 
breathing fire, but within Uncle Sam's domain a peaceful 
quiescence obtains and why? 

“There is a possibility that our volcanoes will become 
active, but the probability is slight, in the light of 
science,” said Geologist J. S. Diller of the Geological 
Survey. “Of course we cannot predict such a phenom- 
ena. Previous to the year 79 Vesuvius was not recog- 
nized by the Greeks and Romans as an active volcano. 
At that time the summit was a large crater, for centuries 
looked upon as long extinct. The first warning of a 
renewed eruption was the earthquake of 63. Moderate 
earthquakes followed at intervals until the disturbance 
culminated in the great catastrophe of 70, which de- 


stroyed Herculaneum, Pompeii and Stabiae. 


Some Volcanic Activity Here Now. 


“There is some volcapic activity in the United States 
proper,” added Mr. Diller. Close to and at the southern 
edge of Lassen Peak, California, there is a spot known as 


Bumpus Hill. It emits hot, sulphurous gases, which in 


places bubble up through boiling mud pools. A short 
distance east of the same locality there is another small, 
boiling mud lake.

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SAVAGES IN BRITAIN. 


RELICS OF BARBARIC CUSTOMS STILL 
TO BE FOUND IN THE ISLES. 


From Pearson's Weekly. 


T WILL probably be news to most people that there 

are still living in remote, and, for the most part, out- 

lying portions of the British Isles, people whose 
dwelling places, and mode of life in general, are but 
very little removed from those of savages. 

In many of the lesser known Hebrides, for instance, 
the people are as much cut off from civilization as are 
the Inuits or the Congo dwarfs. Their homes are, 50 
far as outward appearance goes, exactly like Kamr 
huts; just rough heaps of stones a few feet high, sur- 
mounted by circular straw roofs. Chimneys, as a rule, 
are conspicuous by their absence, and the reek of the 
peat smoke fills each interior. Men, women and children 
go barefoot, even in the depth of winter. 

Whisk up the average stay-at-home Englishman, set 
him down suddenly among these strange folk, and then 
ask him to guess what part of the world he is in. He 
would probably name half a hundred outlandish places. 
in Asia, in Africa, and America; but it is practically cer- 
tain he would never once guess that he was on 3 
British island. Even the language of the natives— 
Gaelic—would be quite unintelligible to him. 

Not, of course, be it understood, that these hardy 
fishermen are savages in the sense of being degraded, 
giuttonous or cruel. On the contrary, they are a fine, 
healthy, hospitable race, and exceedingly religious and 
temperate. But it is doubtful if their standard of living 
is even up to that of many aboriginal tribes; and it is 
certain that they know, for the most part, quite as little 
of what is going on in the great world around them. 


Savages in Ireland. 


A similar remark applies to not a few remote islands 
off the west coast of Ireland, where may be studied 
primitive habits of life which have remained unaltered 
since the days of the semi-legendary Firbolgs. The 
dwellings on many of these remote outposts of Britain 
do not even pretend to be weather-proof. They are 
merely rough, beach stone built hovels, with thatched 
roofs tied on by stone-weighted wisps, and, of course, 
no chimneys. Men, women and children are all obliged 
to work at the fishing and in the fields. 

In parts of Connemara, too, is preserved a curious 
custom, which is exactly akin to the summer migration 
of the savage Samoyeds and their reindeer. With the 
coming of spring the entire population of several vil 
lages will close their winter dwellings, tie their infant 
children on their backs, carry with them their shovels, 
some corn and potatoes, with a few pots and cooking 
utensils, drive their cattle before them, and migrate 
into the hills in search of fresh pasture for their flocks. 

Arrived there they build mud huts, or summer 
houses, of sods and wattiles, and proceed to cultivate 
and sow with corn.a few fertile spots in the neighbor- 
ing valleys. They remain thus for about two months 
of the spring and early summer, till the corn is sown. 
Then, their stocks of provisions being exhausted, and 
the pasture consumed by their cattle, they return to the 
shore, and eke out a precarious existence by fishing. 
No further attention is devoted to the crops, until they 
return to heap them in the autumn, in a manner similar 
to the spring migration. 

Cornishmen Worship Flora. 


The goddess Flora is worshiped annually on May 
8, at Heiston, in Cornwall, with much pomp, ceremony 
and rejoicing. On the evening of the previous day prac- 
tically the entire adult population sallies forth into the 
surrounding countryside for garlands and green | 
branches, just as did the ancient Romans eighteen cen- 
turies ago. The main feature of the festival ts a curious 
dance performed to a sprightly tune, said to be used 
also in Wales and in Brittany; and on Flora Day,” 
as it is locally termed, both doors of all houses are 
kept open, in order that the strings of dancers may 
pass through them at pleasure. For any householder 
to close his doors would be to invite misfortume and 
ill-luck throughout the ensuing year. 

Nearly all travelers in Central Africa have referred 
to the curious custom, prevalent among almost all 
pagan native tribes, of driving quantities of nails into 
sacred trees and other ‘objects that have been adjuged 
worthy of veneration; and this not in malice, but as a 
religious rite, the nails in question being intended as 
votive offerings. ‘ 

Exactly the same thing may be witnessed today at 
the sacred well of St. Maebrubha, in Loch Maree, Ross- 
shire, where is an ancient oak tree studded with count- 
less nails of all sizes, the offerings of invalid pilgrims 
who came to worship and be cured. Pennies and half- 
pennies, also, are to be seen in enormous quantities, 
driven edgeways into the tough bark; and a friend of 
the writer's, who visited the spot some little time back, 
discovered in a cleft high up in the trunk what he took 
to be a shilling. On being extracted, however, it proved 
to be a counterfeit. Probably the donor ,finding that he 
could get no value for his coin in the natural world, 
concluded he might as well try, as a last resource, what 
effect it might have in the spiritual. 

Of course, the poor cottars and others who flock to 
St. Maebrubha with their nails and their pence, do not 
for a moment admit that they are assisting at a pagan 
ceremony. But they most undoubtedly are. Well wor- 
ship has always occupied an important place in pagan-

But these are harmless observances. There is a darker 
side to the picture. For instance, the cock has always 
played a prominent part in paganism the world over. 
In India, in Ceylon, in Hayti, he is to this day openly 
sacrificed by being buried alive. So, too, is he in parts 
of Scotland: but secretly, at dead of night, with much 


lepsy and insanity, by propitiating the demon that is 
supposed to dwell in those afflicted by these terrible 
maladies. Also, it is said, it is by no means va 
among the Highland crofters for one of a herd of cattle 
to be interred alive after a similar fashion, as an offer- 
ing to the spirit of the murrain, when that disease, or 
anything resembling it, is more than usually prevaent. 
Paganism is something which one does not usually 
aszociate with Catholic Ireland. It is a fact, however, 
that along parts of the wild Kerry ccast, mystic rites, 
which savants have had no difficulty in identifying with 
those incidental to the worship of the Gr. ek gcd Priapua, 
are performed to this day with more or less rezularity. 


Idealized Human Sacrifice. 


The natives—wild, ignorant fisherfolk for the most 
part—are shy of letting strangers know anything about 
the rites in question, and inquirers are usually bluntly . 
told to mind their own business, and not to pry into 
matters with which they have no concern. It is known, 
however, that the principal ceremony is emblematic of 
those human sacrifices that were undoubtedly exacted by 
the god of old. 

A youth of fifteen or sixteen is the central figure. On 
the morning of the day appointed he is stripped naked 
and carried to the sea beach, accompanied by numbers 
of fishermen, their wives and daughters. In front of 
him marches an aged man flourishing a hatchet. The 


man with a saw, which he also brandishes in the air at

As soon as the cortége arrives at the water's edge, the 1

A Flannel God. 


This, of course, is paganism pure and simple; but 6 
is a refined and idealized form of paganism. In some 
of the outlying islands, however, and notably in Innis 
kea, off the coast of Mayo, actual idolatry was openly 
prevalent well within the memory of people now liv- 
ing; and, it is creditably averred, is still seeretly prac- 
ticed. 

The Inniskea idol is of stone, is called in the Irish 
language “Neevougi,” and hes been from time imme 
morial religiously preserved and worshiped. In appear-— 
ance the god resembles a thick roll of homespun flannel, 
which arises from the custom of dedicating to it a dress 
of that material whenever its aid is sought. This is 
sewn on by an old woman, its priestess. : 
Of the early history of the Image no authentic informa 
tion, can be procurod, but its power is believed by its 
votaries, the islanders, to be immense. They have re- 
course to it in sickness, they invoke its ald alike in pre- 
serving from danger their friends, and in confounding . 
their enemies; and especially is it solicited when it is de- 
sired to calm the waves, to admit of the fishermen pur- 
suing their vocation or visiting the mainland for sap-

BREAK OFF GLACIERS. 


[Cassell’s Magazine: J To bring the formation of those 
wonderful natural creations, icebergs, within the general 
understanding many efforts have been made by writera. 
One of the latter, who was one of the expedition that 
went north under the command of Lieut. K. E. Peary im 
1896 and 1897. says that the floating masses of ice, with 
their pinnacled tops that we used to see in geographie. 
were missing, though here and there a siender spire 
would rise from well-angied and curious-shaped masses. 

In all cases the bergs were in a way solid, with slant- 
ing sides, showing cairns dere and there, and having 
flat tops, of all sizes and heights. The glaciers from : 
which the bergs break off crop out all along the Green- 
land coast, their source being the great ice cap, which 
covers the interior of Greenland. The coustantly-ac- 
cumulating snow, compressed by wind force, is forced 
outward into the waters of Befin Bay, Davis Strait 
and Smith Sound until the great mass breaks of and 
floats away as an iceberg. 0 
The ice of the berg looks like great masses of chalk 
or loaf sugar, garnished or glistening like powdered 
glass. At times it is pure white, at others it is greenish. 
This greenish tone is caused by reflection of light upon 
masses of ice under water thrown back upon the exposed 
surface. The shadow side away from the sunlight is a 
beautiful blue, traceable to the reflection from the sky.

ANNOYING CONDITIONS ENCOUNTERED 
BY AMERICAN PEDAGOGUES. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ANILA (F. I.) April 15.—Frequently happenings 
in these islands become somewhat distorted in 
traveling the long journey to the States, and pos- 
sibly the recent use of a United States gunboat to collect 
mative teachers for a vacation normal institute, if un- 
explained, might easily take on an aspect of education 
by force. That the gunboat Napindan did collect native 


arise from the closing of the 
the provinces on account of the dis- 
turbed conditions in Laguna and Batangas provinces. No 
boats are allowed to touch at 
these ports, and travel by land is almost im possible. 
The schools of. these provinces have been holding regular 
sessions, and during the long vacation, now just com- 


the principal towns and gather up the waiting teachers 
and take them to the school. This was promptly and 
thoroughly done, and this particular normal institute is 
now instructing over one hundred and fifty native teach- 
ers in American school methods and language. But at 
first sight the statement that a gunboat was used to 
“round up” the natives for a school has a startling sug- 
gestiveness. 
Troublesome Quarantine Regulations. 

The normal institute at Morong, on the othér side of 
Laguna de Bay, had troubles of its own. No gunboat 
was available for service on that side, and the teachers 
from the province of Rizal, for the most part, had to 
travel by way of Manila and Pasig, where the quarantine 
reguiations made great delay. Native bcats on this side 
of the lake were prevented from plying from port to 
port, on account of precautions taken to prevent the 
spread of cholera, which had recently broken 
out in Manila. One small military launch, 
running on alternate days, was the only 
transportation available. On this side of the lake 
the mountains come down so abruptly to the shore that 


‘only. treils exist suitable for ponies. By dint of much 


telegraphing and energetic work on the part of the di- 
vision superintendent and American teachers, the nor- 
mal institute was in successful operation before the end 
of the week, with 127 native teachers and aspirants in 
attendance. 

In the province of Cagayan, at the northern end of 
Luzon, a flourishing institute was opened on March 24, 
with an attendance of ninety-three, only to be closed by 
order of the Board of Health on the afternoon of the 
same day, on account of an epidemic of smallpox in the 
city among the natives. The opening of the vacation 
normal in Manila itself was postponed one week by the 
Board of Health, until it was found that the cholera was 
not spreading rapidly. 

Vigan, in the province of Ilocos Sur, shows the best 


e@ttendance at the normal institute, having 351 llocano 
teachers and candidates enrolled. 


Natives Corralled and Taught. | 


Another feature of school work, unparalleled in the 
entire world, or in the world’s history, is taking place 
in Batangas province. As will be remembered by the 
reader, Batangas has been once under civil government, 
only to be returned to the care of the military, owing to 
the activity of the bands of ladrones and the support, 
through fear, if not sympathy, afforded by the inhab- 
ftants. A few malcontents, striving for the warrior's 
renown, have succeeded in attracting a considerable fol- 
fowing and compelling tribute from the peacefully-in- 
clined natives. The plan of action undertaken by Gen. 
Bell included the concentration of the inhabitants into 
the best towns of the province, and the destruction of 
the crops on the outlying and unguarded regions. This 
served a double purpose—protecting the peaceful natives 
from molestation, and making sure of the character of 
any found outside the prescribed limits. In the selected 
towns, new districts were laid out in admirable order, 
the natives from the same villages being grouped to- 
gether, with a chief citizen to lead and represent it, and 
to be the responsible head of that section, in sanitary 
and other matters. Food had been collected by the mil- 
itary, and probably never in their lives has the ma- 
jority of these people been so well fed and housed. But 
the interesting fact that relates to the situation is that 
in each of these sections a schoolhouse has been built, 
where the children continue the studies begun in their 
original villages, under the instruction of native teach- 
ers supervised by the American teachers. In the eight 
towns where American teachers are stationed, there are 
over two thousand children in daily attendance at these 
schools, under the personal oversight of the American 
teachers. Accurate figures for the entire province are 
not at hand, but in the town of Tanauan the schools 
have an enrollment of 2161, with an average attendance 
of 1985. These figures show that certainly the rising 
generation of this province is not being exterminated. 
Six to seven thousand children receiving daily instrue- 
tion in a province still under military control furnishes 
food for thought. : 

In the mean time, in this province, as well as in all 
others, night schools are being held for adults. The 
enrollment at these schools is generally small, from 


. fifteen to fifty, but it is very encouraging to note that the 


municipal officials, and sometimes even the Governor of 
a province, are among Ure students attending regularly.

An amusing incident occurred in one town where the 
Presidente was much interested in the night schools. He 
visited the school on a certain night, and found but three 
or four present in the girls’ school.

Arriving 
at the room occupied by the men’s class, he found the 
same condition. The American teachers were present, at 
each school, proceeding with the work and perplexed at 
the smail attendance. The Presidente scowled deeper, 
stamped on the floor and made some explosive remarks. 
Then he stepped to the open window, blew his whistle, 
and when the native police appeared in response to the 
summons, asked the teachers to furnish lists of the 
pupils enrolled in the night school. Armed with theso, 
the policemen were started out with orders to bring them 
to the school. It so happened that a wedding was being 
celebrated by one of the wealthy native families and the 
missing pupils were almost all in attendance there. In 


finery of Filipino evening gala dress, escorted by the 
police, and for the remaining hour of the session a very 
attentive lot of richly-dressed men and women gave 
close attention to the lessons, under the watchful eyes 
of the Presidente and police! ; 

Besides the things which interfere with the work of the 
schools, there are many things which give the teachers 
personally cause for anxiety and complaint. The severe 
blow caused by the withdrawal of the military com 
missary privilege last summer has been partially com- 
pensated by the establishment of a civil supply store, 
under the charge of the Philippine Constabulary, and 
the opening of branches in many of the provinces. The 
irregularity and slowness of mail communication still 
cause much trouble, 


The Salary Hardship. 


But of all the troubles, the payment of salaries in local 
currency is the most acute and works the greatest hard- 
ship. Although the teachers were appointed at a stipu- 
lated salary, payable in United States currency, the Phil- 
ippine Commission, since last October, has made all ap- 
propriations for salaries of civil employés in local cur- 
rency. At that time the ratio of two pesos of local cur- 


commission, was nearly the commercial rate. Since then 
the commercial ratio has been mounting higher and 
higher. On the first of January the Commission again 
fixed the ratio at 2.10 to 1 for the first quarter of this 
year, and on the first of April it again advanced the 
ratio to 2.27 to 1. But never once during this time did 
the legal ratio overtake the commercial, although it 
came within a few points when the ratio was changed. 
As the ratio is fixed at the beginning of the month and 
the civil employé, even at the earliest, does not receive 
bis pay before the end of the month, the commercial 
ratio has had thirty days’ start and there is a conse- 
quent Joss of several per cent. Teachers in the provinces 
are patd on vouchers, which are mailed to them during 
the month, and those with good mail facilities receive 
them in time to sign and return to Manila by the end 
of the month. In mofe remote places mail only comes 
once or twice a month, and is a long time on the way. 
When the voucher reaches Manila, a check is sent in 
payment of it. This check does not reach the distant 
stations until two weeks or a month after leaving 
Manila. With the ratio steadily rising during this time, 
the value of the check is much depreciated. : 


Banks Are Scarce. 


At only two points in the islands are there any banks 
—in Manila and lloilo. It is possible to cash checks at 
some of the larger towns, and sometimes the provincial 
treasurers can cash an occasional check. The military 
officers cannot help, because local currency checks are 
not accepted in military accounts. It is significant that 
during military government all payments were made in 
United States money, and the army is still run entirely 
on United States money. So the teacher is obliged to 
arrange as best he or she can to get money in exchange 
for the check. In many places one teacher will take sev- 
eral checks, make a journey to some large town, receive 
several heavy bags of big Mexican dollars, and bring them 
back. Quite a number of economical teachers saved 
their checks until vacation time, and then when they 
had them cashed found they were losing from eight to 
fifteen per cent. of their salaries, through no fault of 
their own! 

Such a condition of affairs in the United States would 
raise a revolution immediately. Many teachers are 
obliged to send money home for support of family or 
relatives, for insurance, repayment of educational ex- 
penses, etc. The few money-order postoffices here have 
at times allowed civil employés to send not over fifty 
dollars during any one month, and pay for the same in 
local currency at the established ratio. When, however, 
the commercial rate has become much higher than the 
Commission's rate, the postoffices have been obliged to 
wholly refuse this Mexican money. Then the teacher, 
if obliged to remit, is forced to buy United States money 
outside, before sending. At the end of March teachers 
were paid salaries for that month at 2.10; but the com- 
mercial rate was already about 2.28 or 2.30: The stores 
have for the most part put their prices on a gold basis, 
and here again the teacher has to lose even on purchases 
made here. In a land where living expenses are so very 
high, this loss is very serious, 


Outlook not Hopeful. 


That this condition of affairs is unjust cannot be dis- 
puted. But it is not so easy to see any prospect of 
stability. Customs dues are collected in local currency 
and American money is refused at the Custamshouse, to 
the great loss of the insular government. Hence the 
Commission has not sufficient United States money to 
appropriate for salaries.

THE CZAR’S POSSESSIONS IN ASIA. 

The Czar’s possessions in Asia embrace more than 
twice as much land as the United States proper. They 
are about as large as the whole of South America, and 
almost twice as much as Europe. The Russian posses- 
sions in Central Asia alone, including the regions now 
being opened up by the Trans-Caspian Railroad, are half 
as large as the United States, and the Czar is now 
claiming the right to all concessions in Chinese Turkes- 
tan, a territory twice as big as the empire of Germany.

It is 1,000,000 square miles bigger than Europe, and 
bigger than the United States, Central America and 
Mexico combined.

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WALDECK-ROUSSEAU. 


CHARACTER SKETCH OF THE FRENCH 
PRIME MINISTER. . 
By a Special Contributor. 
Plane MARIE WALDECK-ROUSSEAU, Prime 


Minister of France, whose administration has just 

- been indorsed by 5,000,000 votes against 3,000,000, is 
easily the most remarkable Frenchman since Gambetta, 
and has become a world figure of power and significance. 

Frenchmen, as a rule, do not understand him and a 
good third of them hate him intensely. Possessing pre- 
eminently the instincts that make for good order and 
diligent housekeeping, he has put the household of 
France to rights with a ruthlessness and thoroughness 
almost Napoleonic. Hence his enemies and hence also 
his support from the business men and all conservative 
citizens of France. A dozen Prime Ministers have had 
the same opportunity, as the system of centralized ad- 
ministration exists today just as it was left by the first 
Napoleon. “Yes, the sword of Napoleon is there,” said 
an official in explaining it to me, “but it took a swords- 
man to use it. Waldeck-Rousseau is a swordsman. That 
fis the whole story.” 

For the past dozen years or so Gen. Boulanger has 
represented to the world the typical Frenchman, pic- 
turesque, theatrical and voluble. Waldeck-Rousseau is 
Sone of these and so he ruled nearly two years before 
dis countrymen realized how great and how strong a 
man he was. Instead of another man cn a black horse to 

' . fead France to new conquests, here was a quiet gentle- 
man in a black coat, who abhorred conquests and had a 
etrong penchant for discovering talkative army officers. 
More than this, he does not look the typical Frenchman, 
being unusually tall even by the English or American 
standard, stiff and angular in appearance, rather diffident 
in his manner, shunning notoriety and attention. 


Once Had Artisti. Ambitions. 


Walder Sysusseau received his democracy from his 
father, who was one of the founders of the short-lived

gecond republic, and his quiet determination from the 
people of Vendee, among whom he was born at Nantes, 
December 2, 1846. At one time he thovght of being an 
artist and became te proficient in water-color paint- 
lng. but soon abandoned this except as a pastime and 
: studied law. After being admitted to the bar, he became 
' peeretary to M. Dufret, then described as the first of 
French forensic orators. Then came the Franco-Prus- 
sian War. When Gambetta escaped from Paris in a bal- 
loon and called for his “levee en masse, Waldeck-Rous- 
seau volunteered and received a captain's commission, 
but never saw service. 
Like Renan and many another great Frenchman, Wal- 
deck-Rousseau began his real career at Rennes, the 
ancient capital of Brittainy. He labored inconspicuously 
before the Court of Appeals, until a lucky chance, which 
he had the ability to grasp, made his fortune. A leading 
merchant, M. Dreyfus Gonzales, had before all the courts 
of France the same case, concerning maritime rights, in 
which the greater part of his large fortune was involved. 
His lawyer at Rennes retired and, with some misgivings, 
the merchant sent the particulars of his case to Waldeck- 
Rousseau. The merchant kept stenographic reports of 
all his lawyers’ speeches in the different courts. When 
he examined the pleas of his Rennes edvocate he was 
amazed to find in them the clearest ans most eloquent 
exposition of his case that had been made during the 
years of litigation. Shortly afterward, Waldeck-Rous- 
seau, having interested himself in local politics, was 
chosen to represent Rennes in the Paris CRamber of Dep- 
uties, and Dreyfus Gonzales, to the astonishment of the 
Paris bar, intrusted the legal management of all his af- 
fairs to the unknown Breton Deputy. He succeeded no 
less a man than M. Grevy, who had relinquished his 
law practice upon his election to the presidency. The 
appointment made some stir in the legal and political 
world and gave Waldeck-Rousseau an immediate stand- 
ing in the chamber. | 
Gambetta was then President of the chamber, and the 
undisputed leader of French Republicanism. Be saw and 
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admired qualities in Weldeck-Rousseau which he him- 
self lacked and, with his usual impulsiveness, almost at 
once admitted the young Deputy to his friendship and 
confidence. When, in 1880, Gambetta formed his “Grand 
Ministry,” he gave Waldeck-Rousseau the Department of 
the Interior, the most desirable portfolio in the Cabinet 
from the point of view of patronage and political in- 
fluence. But the “Grand Ministry” came to an end in 
two months and its failure closed Gambetta's political 
career. Only Waldeck-Rousseau wrung from him a 
personal success. The reputation he gained as an ad- 
ministrator and civil reformer secured him the portfolio 
in the Jules Ferry Cabinet of 1884, 


Earned $50,000 a Year at Law. 


When the Ferry Cabinet fell, the longest in office ex- 
cept Waldeck-Rousseau’s own, Waldeck retired from 
political life and devoted himself to law. He became 
leader of the Paris bar, with a professional income of 
about $50,000 a year. It remained for the political events 
growing out of the Dreyfus trial to bring him back into 
public life. , 

At this politieal period the Premiership of France was 
going begging. Cabinet after Cabinet had been over- 
thrown and the country seemed ripe for revolution. 
Even inconsequential persons like Count Boni Castellane 
were for the moment exalted into prominence by their 
comical attempt to upset the government by smashing 
President Loubet's hat at a racecourse. The situation 
demanded a strong man and by a happy inspiration the 
President called upon Waldeck-Rousseau. A change was 
almost immediately apparent. Instead of a Cabinet from 
one political group, Waldeck-Rousseau got other strong 
men wherever he could find them. Millerand, the So- 
cialist; Gallifet, an irascible old martinet, with a silver 
stomach in place of the one shot away in the Mexican 
war, were among those chosen. Their first job was to 
get the Dreyfus case out of the way, which they did in 
a manner which by no means satisfied everybody, but 
with a finality that prevented further agitation. Then 
came two years of hard administrative work which 
makes no showing except in ultimate results. 

One agitator after another was squelched. I remember 
being in Paris when Paul Deroulede was trying to make 
a Gen. Boulanger of himself. In a rusty-looking cab, 
so as to please the plain people, he was riding up and 
down the boulevards, receiving cheers and gaining a con- 
siderable following. Waldeck-Rousseau thought him over 
during the consumption of one cigarette and packed him 
over the frontier, where he still languishes. The admin- 
istrative sword of Napoleon was coming into play. The 
next official heads to fall into the basket were those of 
high army officers who had been paying more atten- 
tion to politics than to drill. ate 
There was tremendous uproar, but nothing happened 
and the administrative machine ground on. The next 
adversary was a much more difficult ona

dictatorship. Here again the Napoleonic system was 
useful. 
tianity in France he made an agreement or “concordat” 
with the Papacy by which no French bishops were to 


be appointed without the consent of the French gov- 


ernment. All French administrations had been jealous 
of this prerogative and the Vatican authorities in turn 
had always tried to evade it. Feeling that its control 
over the parochial clergy was not sufficiently strong, the 
Vatican encouraged the growth of religious orders in 
France which would be under the direct authority of 
Rome. These had grown very strong and Waldeck-Rous- 
seau became convinced that they were meddling in pal- 
itics with a view to overthrowing his government. As 
a result, came the famous law of Religious Associa- 
tions, which puts them all under the supervision of the 
government. Again there was great uproar and the 
associations have posed as martyrs before the world. 
But the French people have indorsed Waldeck-Rous- 
seau's course in the matter by five votes to three. 

But the man himself, aside from his determined use 
of the Napoleonic machine, accounts for his victory at 
the polls and the present stability of republican govern- 
ment in France. In most of his official life he is stiff 
and unbending and he holds his friends chiefly by never 
forgetting them nor deserting them. But occasionally he 
can unbend, and Count Munster, the German Ambas- 
sador, was heard to exclaim at a reception, “I wish my 
Imperial Master might know him.“ His real hold, how- 
ever, is not with those who appear in drawing-rooms, 
but with the working man of the nation. With the as- 
pirations of organized labor he has always a strong and 


understanding sympathy. 
The story is told that one day when he was first Min- 


ister of Interior, a number of carpenters called upon 
him who wished to form an association or guild for 
mutual benefit, but were unable to do so because they 
had no money. There was no public fund for the pur- 
pose, but Waldeck-Rousseau, struck with their plan, 
himself advanced the necessary amount. No papers 
were signed, no witnesses to the act were called, but the 
money was returned upon the day appointed. He was 
thus the father of the first workingman's association for 
mutual benefit organized in France, a movement that 
has now reached vast proportions. Waldeck-Rousseau's 
connection with it has given him a hold with the masses 
which his political opponents have never been able to 
shake.

A TRIP INTO ASIA MINOR DURING THE 
YEAR OF NINETY-FIVE.

O START out to do newspaper or magazine work 
Ts any part of the Turkish dominions, and particu- 

larly in Asia Minor, in the anxious days of 95 and 
96, would have been an act of some courage if com- 
mitted by a newspaper man of wide experience. It was 
the last courageous undertaking of at least two corre- 
spondents. The man sent out by MeMillan's has never 
been heard of since he began his journey into the interior 
of Asia Minor in the memorable fall of 95. Another cor- 
respondent was seized by the Turks at Konieh, loaded 
with chafns, and packed off to Constantinople, or rather 
toward Constantinople, for he died at Brusa of maltreat- 
ment. A third, who entered the country by way of 
Alexandretta, was promptly stopped at Aintab and sent 
back to the seaport whence he came. A fourth had 
difficulty to get as far as Erzeroum by way of the Black 
Sea, and although he stayed for some time, he was not 


altogether successful in sending news out of the coun- | 


try. The newspaper world in general had to depend 
upon the reports sent out from the Turkish capital. 

But where man failed, a woman might succeed—for 
the very good reason that the Turkish government did 
not hold women in high estimation and would put few 
hindrances in their way. What did a woman amount to? 
It had not been a great many generations since the pos- 
sibility of her having a soul was a question. And then 
for a girl nutured in the seclusion and ideal environ- 
ment of collegiate life, and with her bachelor’s degree 
still ahead of her, not so much courage was required to 
go into a disturbed country to study the people and the 
institutions.

‘coast in the vicinity of Mount Ida After lingering 
among the ruins of the nine cities built one above an- 
other in the center of the Trojan plain, eight of us bade 


_ good-by to the rest of the party, who were to return to 


Athens immediately, and mounted our horses to ride 
across country to the Dardenelles. 

Then it was I spent my first night in a Turkish town 
and bad my first experience in a Turkish tavern or 
khan with the tiny sociable bed-fellows that every 
Turkish tavern keeper so generously provides for his 
guests. The beds themselves are good enough, just such 
as the well-to-do people in that country use—wool 
matresses with comfortables. But they have an odd 
fashion there of sewing the sheets to the comforiables 
and not changing them till there is plain proof of their 
being soiled. In the daytime the beds are roiled up and 
put away ju cupboards, with which every room abounds,

At night they are taken out and spread upon the spot- 
less floor. At this stage of the proceedings, in every 
khan, the traveler takes much comfort in observing that 
floors and woodwork have been thoroughly scrubbed. 
Fortunatcly my companion that night was one of the 
instructors in the Woman's College at Scutari, opposite 
Constantinople. She was used to Turkish ways and 
made me feel more at home. 

The next morning early we visited a baker’s shop and 
a butcher's shop, and breakfasted upon long rolls of 
bread and kebobes, or beef sausages, fried brown and 
crisp, for the taverns never furnish meals for their 
guests. Then we had to take what ship we could find 
in the harbor ready to sail for the Bosphorus, and the 
craft happened to be an Italian vessel loaded with sheep 
from the Macedonian coast. There was no room on deck 
to step a foot outside the cabin, except what space the 
Danish artist in our party managed to clear and fortify. 


Reconciling myself, however, to this unexpectedly — 
-odoriferous Orient, I went immediately in search of my 


dragoman, who had been recommended to me in Amer- 


ica and who had come up to the capital from a provincial i 


town, especially to guide me and assist me in my jour- 
ney through the interior. For five days, then, I tried © 
to come to an amicable adjustment with this Armenian 


country school teacher about to turn dragoman. So long, 


as we confined our communications to the lessons in the 
Armenian and Turkish languages, there was no trouble. 
But when it came to making plans for the trip, the fez- 
headed Oriental instructed me and ordered me with a 
sublime conceit and audacity that I have never seen 
equaled. It was in vain that I told him sternly I knew 
my own business. When he was dealing with a woman 
he was conscious of a God-given lordship, but at the 
mention of a Turkish government official, he trembled 
in every limb, and at the sight of one in the street he 
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seized his coat tails and ran down an alley. This was 
the worst specimen of his race that I saw during my 
year’s sojourn in the empire. | 

It was worth paying something to get rid of my in- 
terpreter, and I sent him home. After consulting with 
the secretary of the legation, and finding that the gov- 
ernment was forbidding foreigners to travel in the in- 
terior, I saw there was some reason for my guides 
trepidation. Upon learning of the imprisonments, con- 
fiscations and sentences of exile for which his city was 
famous, I hardly wondered at his fear. But through the 
courtesy and kindliness of some of the American mis- 
sionaries, whe were attending the annual meeting in 
Constantinople, I found a way of going into the country 
and remaining several months. 

Many of the prominent Americans in the city, however, 
warned me of danger to come. The powers had just 
presented their joint note to the Sultan. But with the 
Russian government to back him, he dared to play with 

_ the remonstrance over the Sassoun massacre, and finally 
to defy the powers. I was told of the unrest in the em- 
pire, but of course could not realize it until I had be- 
come acquainted with the people. 

My application for a teskeré, or passport, was diplo- 
matically made at the same time the returning mis- 
gionarié#* made their application; consequently, no ques- 
tions were asked, and two weeks from the day I landed, 
I started on my overland journey. 

On the Asiatic side of the Bosphorus, between Scutari 
and Kadikeui, and with an outlook toward the Princes 
‘Islands, is the little plain of Haidar Pasha. It is really 
the Sea of Marmora that here pushes its waves into the 
little bay. Here, in ancient times, the Roman generals 
concentrated their troops preparatory to Asiatic cam- 
paigns. In later days the Turkish Sultans -used the 
grassy plain for the same practical purpose. Here the 
British soldi enrolled for the Crimean campaign 
erected their tents. And today, on the high ground to 
the north rises the monument to the 8000 Crimean heroes 
in the British burial ground. To the eastward the view 
is cut off by the long line ‘of the cyprus grove that shel- 
ters the last resting place of 3,000,000 of the faithful. A 
favored bit of ground, indeed, for the beginning of both 
terrestrial and celestial journeyings, and hither we bent 
our steps on the morning we were to start for Eastern 
Anatolia. 

On the edge of the plain we found the station of the 
Angora railway, and were soon aboard the common- 
looking car and ensconced in the green red-covered seats 
of a compartment. There were four of us Americans, 
Dr. Dodd and Mr. Fowle of Caesarea, Miss Brewer of 
Sivas and myself, and very congenial people were were, 

too, during the many days of travel taat intervened be- 
fore we reached Mount Argaeus. 

Soon our engine was steaming leisurely over the track 
toward Ismid, the ancient Nicomedia. As we followed 
the shore of the gulf, penetrating farther and farther 
into the Bithynian highlands, it seemed to me I must 
be back ain in New Hampshire or the Green Mountain 
State, winding about through the valleys or clinging to 
the shore of some well-loved lake. Forest-clad hills and 
ow mountains crowded down to the water's edge. Pines, 
oak, walnut and beech trees, box and myrtle sheltered 
game in abundance, such as deer and wild boar, I was 
told. Here and there vineyards covered the lowest 
Slopes, and the white mosques of a terraced town 


mailboats further enlivened the scene. And, finally, ris- 
ing high on the steep mountain slopes at the head of the 
guif, Ismid came into plain view. 

Wooden houses put up to resist earthquakes showed 
the same lack of symmetry and architectural beauty 
moticed in the dweilings on the banks of the Bosphorus, 
while deep ravines cut the town into many districts and 
hindered easy communication. Shipyards below pro- 
elalmed the industry that had made the place important 
2000 years ago, and still give it reason for being. No 
fuins were visible from the railroad, and it was hard to 
think of the town as the place where Diocletian was 
@owned and as a favorite resort of Roman emperors. 

But the train gave travelers little time for observation. 
Leaving the gulf, we continued to the eastward till we 
reached the Sakaria, anciently called the Sangarius. 
For many miles, as far as Lefke, the railroad followed 
the river valley. Along this part of the route, and in- 
Geed as far as the boundary of ancient Phygia, the 
Scenery and vegetation reminded me of Central and 
Western New York. Sometimes the valley narrowed and 
we shot past rocky gorges. At others it widened and we 
bad glimpses of high ranges of hifis, always forest-cov- 
ered. Among the rocks wild berry bushes took root. 
In the alluvial valley were cherry trees, hung with ripen- 
ing fruit, that was already being picked by the Turkish 
peasants, clad in baggy-white or brown trousers, pink 
Shirts and red fezes. And then I remembered it was 
Sal 2000 years ago that the Roman general, Lucullus, 
introduced the cherry into Europe. Peach, apricot and 
pear trees abounded, and gardens were growing cucum- 
ber, tomato and onion plants. All day long the scene 
was shifting, yet the character was ever the same, and 
my delight with old Anatolia made me sorry to see the 
Sun sink into the West and the train pull up to the sta- 
ion in Eskishebir to rest for the night.

recipe should produce a light, tender fruity result an.‘ 
is of most appetizing appearance. Drop the yolks ( 
four eggs into the mixing bowl; beat until thick an! 
light colored; then add four tablespoonfuls of hot water?’ 
half a teaspoonful of salt and a dash of pepper; now 
fold in the well-stiffeneqd whites. Remove the skia 
from three oranges cut in long slices, rejecting seeds, 
fiber and white part, reserve a third of these slices for 
Gecoration, then fold in the remainder; first sprinkling 
with powdered sugar; at the same time add three ana 
one-half tablespoonfuls of orange juice and a teaspoonful 
of lemon juice. Heat this juice in a porcelain vessel and 
| use in place of water. Heat and butter sides and bot- 
tom of omelet pan; pour in mixture; put over a mod- 
erate fire; shake the pan occasionally very gently and 
run in pointed knife to the center of the pan to prevent 
burning; when it is puffed and it is found, by raising 
the edges, that the bottom is light browned. Brown the 
top delicately on top shelf of oven or with red-hot 
shovel; fold once when turhing out but rather than allow 
overcooking which causes toughness, id is better that the 
omelet should sHow its tenderness by a slight falling 
apart or absence of folding, as both top and bottom bo- 
ing brown it is sure to look well in any event. 

Oatmeal Snap Cakes.—With fresh fruits. the 
crisp little cakes made from fresh oatmeal 


easily made and the following recipe will give excellent 
results both in numbers and quality. Put half a cup of 
fine oatmeal in the mixing bowl; add two cups of flour 
sifted with two teaspoonfuls of baking powder and one 
salt and rub into this two tablespoonfuls of sugar. Beat 
an egg until light; stir this into half a cup of cream 
and milk, half and half; and with this, mix with a fork 
the contents of the bow! to a light dough. Roll out on 


oven. The extra quantity of powder is required to over- 
balance the slight heaviness of the oatmea! and must not 
be omitted. 

Oatmeal Wafers.— Mix together a cup of fine oatmeal; 
one of rolled oats; two of flour; two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar and a teaspoonful of salt. Melt a tablespoonful 
each of butter and lard in a half. cup of hot water and 
dissolve in it an eighth of a teaspoonful of baking soda; 
with this stir up the dough. Roll wafer thin and cut in 
strips or with a cutter. Bake slowly on buttered paper. 
These cakes have a delicious nutty flavor all their own 


gestions. 

To Make Pulled Bread.— With all the fine cooking at a 
New York hotel, famous for its cuisine, it is the pulled 
bread that is most talked about and thoroughly enjoyed, 
served as it is with unsalted butter. This may be made 
to perfection with any long-shaped loaf providing it is not 
milk mixed bread. Slice the crust from the loaf while 
whole, then pull apart in convenient pieces, cook in a 
moderate oven until well dried, browning delicately at 
the last. Serve with the soup course, or with the cheese;

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THE HOUSE BEAUTIFUL.

Papering and Furnishing. 
V. P., SANTA ANA, Cal., writes: 


“Would you 
kindly advise me in papering and furnishing a cot- 
"tage? Said cottage faces east, has six rooms; the 
parlor 13x14, on the northeast corner, has one window 
on the east and one on the north. The ceilings are all 
eleven-foot ceilings; woodwork, painted gray, has to be 
repainted; thought of white or cream; do not care for 
black. The back parlor, 13x14, opens on the east from 
the front parlor by double doors, only one window and 
that one on the north, is rather dark; want something to 
brighten it up. One bedroom on the southeast corner 
opens into the parlor by a small door. There is one 
small bedroom west of that which has one south win- 
dow; door opens into back parlor. Would like advice 
as to what colored window shadeg; also inside curtains, 
paint, paper, carpets or matting. Had been thinking of 


matting, as we have a few pretty skins, for rugs. Would 


also like your advice in furnishing these rooms, as we 
have everything to buy; have a pair of curtains, cream 
flowers on bronze background, tapestry. Could I use 
them at the double doors? A covered porch extends 
across the east of the house. House painted white on 
outside.“ : 


If you will paint your woodwork cream white you can 


make your cottage charming by papering with flowered 
papers in light and cheerful colors on the side walls, and 
plain paper on the ceilings down to the picture mold. I 
would advise yellow flowers on a cream white ground in 


carved oak chairs and tables and a couch. 


to use any of the color schemes already suggested. My 
furniture was purchased several years ago and is all 
heavy carved oak. What new pieces shall I get to break 
the monotony? The hall is tinted cream, stairs and floor 
carpeted in shades of tan, oak hat rack with mirror in 
vestibule, which is separated from main hall by chenille 
portieres in same color as carpet, oak chairs and table. 
Beveled plate-glass at door, which faces north. The room 
seems cold and uninviting. What shall I cushion win- 
dow seat and curtain windows with, which are on first 
landing?

The woodwork of the entire 
house is very dark, dull-finished redwood. The walls of 
the parlor and living-room are papered a light, warm, 
tan ingrain, with a faint tinge of old rose, which har- 
monizes with woodwork perfectly. My front room has 


never been furnished as a reception room proper. I have 


my best furniture here; that is the only difference be- 
tween it and the living-room proper; the curtains are 
net, with wide insertion of Battenberg; would like over- 
curtains. The furniture consists of some handsome 
I need new 
curtains for the doorway opening into the living-room, 
couch cover and pillows, also one chair to be upholstered. 
The floor is covered with Turkish rugs. The choicest 
one has a great deal of old blue in it; also some red and 
yellow. The other rugs are dark and rich in coloring. 
The living-room has white matting, with large Wilton 
rug in blue, red and old gold; what color and material 
shall I use for the window. seat, cushions, curtains for 
bay window, and screen which stands in the door way 
opening into the dining-room? Have a large, easy chair 
which needs to be reupholstered. What puzzles me most 
is the dining-room. The ceilings are high and the room 
is light enough, but there is no view from windows. 
What shall I paper it with to make it bright and cheer- 
ful and yet not conflict with living-room? It is car-

your parlors, with ceilings and frieze of plain yellow. 
This, because you have the brown tapestry door curtains 
with cream flowers, and also because you say the rooms 
are none too light. White dotted muslin curtains at all 
of your windows ruffied with two inches of plain white 
organdy, with cream yellow blinds, will give you the best 
effect for your windows. I would use matting with rugs 
by all means, as it is a very simple matter to get a good 
effect of coloring with either large or small made rugs 
of Brussels carpeting. These wear well and are not 
really expensive and serve to bring the color of the side 
wall down to the floor most effectively. If, for instance, 
you use the yellow flowered walls in parlors you could 
introduce one or two medium small rugs of brown and 
cream Brussels (or brown and yellow) in small figures. 
These, with the skins, will look well. A yellow silk 
shade for your light, and one or two yellow silk cush- 
ions, will give you a pretty room. If you wish to have 
the gray paint in one of your bedrooms you will find it 
quaint and pretty with Delft blue and white paper on 
the side walls and plain dull blue in rather a light shade 
on the ceiling. In here you could hang scarf curtains of 
dull blue denim beside the white dotted muslin at win- 
dows, other touches of plain blue will complete the idea. 
A white iron bed and white chiffonier will look well in 
this room if you will put a valance around the bed of 
blue and white calico or white muslin. When a muslin 
valance is used on a bed it is well to tack a plain band 
of white cambric, or cotton, just the depth of the 
rule around the bedstead under the muslin. Your other 
bedroom could be done in pink or scarlet and white, in 


the same way. However, perhaps you should save the 


scarlet for your dining-room, as curtains of Turkey red 
cotton and walls of red and white would make a cheerful 
and pleasant room. 3

Ancient Money Order. 

BECAUSE there is no record for a money order for 

$15 issued seventy-three years ago a big force of 
derks in the postoffice department has been put to work 
trying to trace it. It is estimated that it will cost the 
government $500 in salaries for clerks who are going 
over the records in an effort to find something concern- 
ing this order. 

Representative Landis of Indiana presented the order 
to Postmaster-General Payne for payment. It had been 
sent to him by a constituent who had been unable to 
get it cashed. The order was issued by Asa Baker, post- 
master at Mooresville, Ind., in April, 1829. It is made 
payable to Robert Martin and is for $15. Martin has 
been dead for some years. His heirs in looking over 
his papers discovered the order. It was in good condi- 
tion. The books kept by Martin showed that he never 
received the amount. “ 

The heirs presented the order at the Westfield, Ind., 
postofiice and demanded their money. The postmaster 
there found that the postoffice at Mooresville had long 
ago been abolished. He said he could do nothing and 
the heirs sent the ancient order to Representative Lan- 
dis. The department made a search. Records, musty 
and yellow from age, were hauled out and examined, 
but no trace was found. The search will be continued 
until some record is discovered showing what disposition 
was made of the $15 after it remained uncalled for so 
Many years.—({Washington Times.

A Cannibal Diocese. 
HE bishop of New Guinea, who has come to England 


after four years’ work among the cannibals in mat 


island, has given Reuter's representative an interesting 
account of bis experiences. Speaking of cannibalism, 
the bishop remarked: “So innate is this habit that even 
the children in the mission schools during the intervals 
between lessons play at being participants in a cannibal 
feast, and perform the dances which accompany that 
awful practice. 

“The last year has been a particularly sad one for 
the white population, for in February two white diggers 
were killed and eaten while on their way to the gold 
fields. Two months later the heroic missionary, James 
Chalmers, a white assistant, and twelve natives met a 
similar fate. Last September I was brought the jaw- 
bone of a boy, with strips of flesh still adhering to it— 
the relics of a cannibal feast on the Kumasi River, only 
three miles from the coast.” . | 

The bishop explained how he had to act as chief pig- 
sticker at a great feast. It was the biggest function of 


the kind that had been held for sixteen years, and fully | 


2000 natives were gathered together from the surround- 
ing hills to participate in it. One hundred and nine pigs 
were to be slaughtered. As the great desire of the as- 
sembled crowds was to make the pigs talk—as they ex- 
press it—as much as possible, the manner of their dis- 
patch was purposely lingering. 

“We held a service before this vast crowd of savages, 
and urged upon them the necessity of sparing the poor 
beasts as much pain as possible. They thought it was 


impossible to kill them more quickly, whereupon I sug- 


gested that we should do the killing while they carried 
out the eating. So after the service I set to and shot 


fifty of the animals, while other members of my party 


disposed of twenty-two.”-—-{London Express.

For more than forty 
years he was a prominent figure before the bar of the

preparation for the republican form of government. 
These changes would have come to pass without Kos- 
suth, but it is to his credit that his teachings were co- 
incident with the trend of events, and they may have 
contributed to the accomplished results.” 

Whatever view the political public may entertain of 
the ideals of this eminent American statesman, the work 
cannot fail of general interest.

He found an interdependence between the two. Ex- 
ternal beauty was the expression of an inward beauty 
of spirit. His sympathies were akin to the ten- 
der spirituality of Corot. He missed in the latter work 
the mastery of tangible form and found his range of 
color narrow; but he was charmed with the exquisite 
serenity, childlike freshness of soul and perpetually 
gracious bonhommie of Corot’s manner. Inness makes 
you realize the smile of the earth. His own soul was 
quick and eager to the end, undimmed to close on sev- 
enty years, and its sweet freshness was a triumph over 
the debilitating effects of frail health, unremitting toil, 
and protracted struggle.” 

John La Farge is shown in his two avenues of ap- 
proach, that of his art and of his writings, which are 
presented as a commentary upon his artistic acts, and 
some illuminating pages tell of the pageants of col- 
ored light which he has found means to express in 
experiments with the applicability of opaline 
the making of colored windows.

Of Venice one reads a typical page. 
smaller canals, we come again to the Grand Canal, our 
gondola rocking up and down in the waves of the larger 
boats passing near it; we stop for a moment to look for 
a great marble bridge which crosses the cana] from one 
island to another. This bridge is the Rialto, one of the 
most famous bridges of the world. It is more than four 
hundred years old, and has always been noted as one of 
„the business centers of Venice. It swarms with foot 
passengers from daylight to dark. It is so wide that 
shops have been built upon it, and we buy some oranges 
of the fruit peddlers at the end of the bridge, and then 
step down into our gondola and glide onward past some 
of the finest buildings of the city to the hotel. 

“Our hotel is in one of the old palaces. We walk up 
“marble steps, and go into wide halls floored with mosaic. 
Almost all the houses of Venice are built of stones 
brought in ships from the mainland. In many instances 
cedar piles were driven down into the sand to make the 
foundations, as in Amsterdam and St. Petersburg, and 
upon them these great stone structures were built. On 
account of the dampness stone and cement are still used 
for the floors, layer ofter layer being put on until a 
thick floor is found. The last layer is composed of fine 
bits of colored stone carefully fitted together, and so 


rubbed down that it forms a mosaic as smooth as pol- 


ished marble or glass. 


“Venice is celebrated for this sort of stone work. The 


Venetians make not only floors and walls of mosaic, but 
also the most beautiful jewelry and pictures, one picture 
often containing thousands of bits of colored stone and 
glass, so fitted together that you cannot see the joints 
and might suppose that the colors were put on with a 
brush. We spend several days in studying the industries 
of Venice. We visit the glass works, the mosaic works, 
and the factories where they are weaving beautiful silks 
and cloths of all kinds. We frequently go to the Square 
of St. Mark’s to look at the famous cathedral] and the 
four bronze horses which stand high up on 
its front, and also the famous bronze lions 
on a tall column nea dy. The horses of 
St. Mark’s are of metal and have probably trav- 
eled more tham any horses you know. They are sup- 
posed to have once adorned one of the triumphal arches 
of Nero, the Emperor of Rome. The Romans considered 
them so beautiful that they took them to Constantinople 
when that city became the capital of the Roman empire. 
Later Venice conquered Constantinople and brought the 
horses back here. When Napoleon overran Italy he 
carried them to Paria. There they remained until he lost 
his empire, — they were brought back to Venice.”

An the different valleys considerable interest is being 
taken in apricot trees, and a large crop is looked for- 
ward to. A number of the land owners of the Epworth- 
Fairview side of the hills are putting out apricots exten- 
sively. On the ranch of W. D. Huffman of Santa Paula, 
Mr. Fish is setting out thirty-five acres of young trees 
and will also put out 100 acres of his own, recently pur- 
chased from the Fremont tract. James Birkenshaw is 
setting out an immense tract of 700 acres at Fairview, 
and other farmers of the vicinity are planting fruit trees 
on a more or less extensive scale. 

“The Big Simi Valley contains a larger number of or- 
chards than any of the other three and will also raise 
more beans and grain. A number of farmers in this val- |

ley had contracted to raise sugar beets to make a total 
of 400 acres, but on account of continued drought the 
contracts were withdrawn. The soil on which these beets

“An industry common to both the Little and Big Simi, 
but not as yet very extensive, is the manufacture of 
olive oil, and on account of lack of space here, this in- 
dustry will be thoroughly described next week in an ac- 
count of the plant of W. T. Richardson, who will this 
year manufacture 500 gallons of pure olive oil for him- 
self, besides a smaller amount for a neighbor. The 
process is one of the most interesting the writer has ever 
had the pleasure of seeing, and will undoubtedly be in- 
teresting to Courier readers. 

“A fairly large crop of beans will come from the two 
Simis and adjacent country, and will play a more or less 
important part among the products of the county. 


Date Palms in Arizona, ~ 


ATE culture in Arizona promises before long to be- 
come quite an important horticultural industry. The 
Phoenix Republican says: 

“Another carload of date palms was planted yester- 
day at the experiment station orchard south of Tempe. 
These palms came a year ago from Egypt, but did not 
arrive in Arizona until October, being kept in the sta- 
tion greenhouses at Tucson through the winter. They 
are of large size—the largest weighing as much as 600 
pounds. They are thirty-five in number, comprising some 
six or seven of the choicest Egyptian varieties. 

Prof. Forbes reports the orchard in fine condition, 
seventeen of the suckers imported two years ago being 
in blossom. This ig a record breaker, for transplanted 
suckers, and there will be early information on the qual- 
ity of fruit produced by these imported trees. 

“Thus far the date orchard experiments near Tempe 
seem to be proving successfully that the culture of date 
palms in Arizona will some day become an extensive 
and a profitable industry or that it may become so if the 
tillers of the soil choose to engage in it. The palm is 
valuable first for the reason that it can |

THE GREAT REPTILE’ BEING RAPIDLY ; 
EXTERMINATED. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


a few years ago and saw the rivers, swamps and 

bayous literally teeming with countiess thousands of 
alligators will be surprised to learn that these large rep- 
tiles are fast becoming extinct. The constant and whole- 
sale warfare that has been waged against them ‘has 
thinned them out so completely that unless a halt is 
goon called, their total extermination is only a matter 
of time. While they were formerly numerous as far 


2 (Fla.) May 26.—Persons who visited Florida 


north as Georgia, they have gradually become extinct 


until now they are found in great numbers only along 
the coast line of the extreme Southern States. In Florida 
they are practically extinct, with the exception of in Man- 
atee, Lee, DeSoto and Dale counties. In the Everglades, 
the species have probably been more numerous than in 
any other portion pf the world, for the reason that it has 
been well nigh impossible to get to them. In this almost 
impregnable swamp, nature has defended them so well 
that if a hunter succeeded in penetrating it and killing 
his game, he was frequently unable to procure #. 


Swarms of Them in Early Days. 


Formerly, according to the stories of the first explor- | 


ers and early pioneers, the alligator flourished in num- 
bers almost exceeding belief. One of the first adventurers 
to invade the peninsula leaves an account of how he 
found them so thick, at a point where the St. Johns 
River is about half a mile wide, that had they remained 
stationary under his weight, he could easily have walked 


for the manufacture of such articles as trunks, traveling 
bags, purses, pocketbooks, and all kinds of leather nov- 
elties. Books are also bound with it, and it is even 
utilized for upholstering chairs. Dade county, on the 
east coast of Florida, sends to market about 50,000 skins 
annually, while the number from the counties on the 
west coast reaches fully 125,000 each year. There is one 
firm in New Orleans that handles over 500,000 skins an- 
nually. 


Manner of Hunting. 


~The manner of hunting the alligator is very much the 
same in all sections. If the hunter goes forth at night, 
he wears a lantern strapped to his head. The light daz- 
zles the quarry so that the hunter can approach within 
five or six feet of them. They are then shot in the eye 
or under the fore leg. The weapon used js either a sawed- 
off shotgun, a short-varreled rifle, or a heavy revolver. 
In extremely dry weather, the reptiles make their way 
to the prairies or dry swamps in search of water-holes, 
which they can scent from a long distance. Around these 
water-holes they burrow caves, called “alligator holes.” 
The hunter is equipped with a long pole, upon the end 
of which there is an iron hook. He thrusts this into 
the cave and drags the game to the surface. In some 
swamp sections where it is difficult to approach the prey, 
a barpoon gun is used. An arrow secured by a chain is 
fired into the reptile and it is thus held secure whether 
the shot proves fatal or not. 

The skins which are utilized are from three to twelve 
fect in length, those about seven feet long being the most 
desirable. The largest specimens killed seldom exceed 
fifteen feet in length. Most of the men who hunt tue 
alligator are swamp Indians, although there are a great 
many white men who follow the business in summer and 
trap for coon, otter and mink skins in the winter. 
The skins bring the hunter $1 each, but this first price 
is insignificant for the reason that it costs three or four 
times as much to get it in shape for the market.

as souvenirs. Later, when the country began to attract 
a permanent class of settlers, they found it necessary to 
make war against the reptiles on account of their prey- 
ing upon stock. As a rule, alligators subsist principally 
upon fish, but when they become hungry they will travel 
Inland and eat anything they can capture. Lambs, pigs, 
and even small calves and colts, frequently fall victims 


to murderous blows from the alligator’s powerful tall. 


In order to defend their property from the depredations 
of these reptiles, the settlers would form posses and hunt 
them for days at a time, devoting their energies solely 
to the destruction of the larger ones. The trail of these 
hunting parties would be marked by the carcasses of 
hundreds of dead alligators, left lying where they had 
been killed. no attempt being made to realize anything 
‘from the sale of their hides, which of late years have 
come to have such a high value in the leather market. 


Killed an Entire Family. 


Among the few instances on record where persons 
have becn attacked by alligators Is one where a mother 


and three children were surrounded in their cabin by a 
large number of the reptiles. The entire family of four 
met a horrible death while trying to escape. A large 
posse was immediately formed and it is estimated that 
10,000 alligators were butchered in the hunt following 
this tragedy. 


Great Demand for Skins. 


— 


it was not until the hide of ti saurian became a fac- 
tor of commerce, however, that its extermination began 
in earnest. In lieu of the hunter who killed only for 
recreation, and the posse of settlers who made desultory 
raids against the larger specimens as a matter of pro- 
tection, came the class of men who engago in their 
slaughter as a matter of business. To the untiring efforts 
of this gentry is due the gradual disappearance of the 
epecies. Their skins when tanned make excellent leather 
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merce, a great many peculiar things developed in con- 
nection with them. One of the peculiarities of the Flor- 
ida alligator is that from Titusville to Miami on the east 
coast a hard substance is found in the scales of every 
alligatod over five feet in length. After these skins have 
ben made into leather and put through the polishing 
machine, they show little round spots or circles, known 
to the trade as buttons or horns. These spots are so hard 
that it is with difficulty a ten-penny nail can be driven 
through them. From the southern portion of the penin- 
sula to Tampa, on the west coast, the skins of the alli- 
gators contain fully 60 per cent. less of the buttons or 
horns. The skins from Tampa, within a radius of sev- 
enty-five miles, on to Corpus Christi, Tex., average 90 per 
cent. free of this hard substance. From Corpus Christi 
to Nicaragua, the skins are so full of this substance as 
to make them practically worthless. Crossing over to 
the west coast of Mexico, starting at Guayama, and on 
down the coast south as far as Panama, even the monster 
skins, fifteen to eighteen feet long, do not contain a 
single horn or button. But all the skins from this sec- 
tion contain small dents, about the size of a pencil point, 
known to the trade as pits. Skins from South America 
are of little value, on account of their being almost solid 
with buttons. No cause can be assigned for the presence 
of this hard substance in the skins of alligators from 
some sections, as well as its absence from others. The 
authorities of the Smithsonian Institution have inves- 
tigated it, but fafled to account for it. It can be de- 
teced only by bending the skin, and does not show 
plainly until the hide has been tanned. The substance 
referred to is not from the horny back of the alligator, 
but is found in the under surface of the repile. Until 
recent years, only the under side was utilized, but lately 
a method has been discovered to tan the upper part, and 
the entire skin is now used. The portion which was 
formerly thrown away is now considered the most valu- 
able. 


Young Ones as Curios.

Extending the Search. 


Since the skins of the alligator have become such 8 
valuable article of commerce, all countries where they 
thrive are being scoured for them. A New York firm re 


| cently sent a band of Seminole Indians to India to hunt 


them. The most of the skins used in the United States 
come from Mexico, while nearly all of the product of thig 
country goes to Europe. Florida formerly produced more 
skins than any other portion of the United States, but 
now furnishes less than any other section where the rep- 
Ules are to be found at all. The alligator is the natural 
enemy of the muskrat, which does so much damage to 
the dykes in Louisiana, and a law was passed in that 
State proteciing the big reptiles from the wholesale 
slaughter to which they have been subjected, but it has 
never been enforced. An attempt was made also ig 


| Florida to effect legislation protecting them, but the 
measure failed of passage, and it is not likely that any- 


thing will be done to stay the rapidity with which they 
are being exterminated.

NOVELTY AND HOME-MADE CHAINS OF VEGE- 
| TABLES AND CORK. 3

The whims of smartness are proverbial. 
fore, should wonder that the almost vulgar vegetable 
bean; the more or less refined pea, and nothing more in- 
teresting than bits of cork, are replacing such haughty 
magnates as diamonds, rubies, emeralds and other 
precious stones? Of course, this does not mean that one 
goes to the garden, gathers the seed of either a bean or 
a pea, or snatches from some empty bottle a cork and 
straight away has one and all of them set up as solitaire 
bijoux. Instead, however, a way altogether unique has 
been devised through which these products of the vege- 
table world are brought into prominence. 


things are used; the chains which will blossom out in all 
‘their vigor when shirt waists have fully reclaimed their 
own, and wherein they are set at intervals as is cus- 
tomary with precious or semi-precious stones. But, of 
course, to make them attractive, a little advance prep- 
aration is necessary. Rather small white beans are 
chosen and peas of ordinary size. The corks are va- 
riously cut into circular, square and rectangular pieces. 
When thus all are cut and chosen, each piece is treated 
separately with tapestry dies. Some prefer to make 
them different tints of one color, green preferably being 
‘used; while others have a liking for the dull red shades. 
It seems in better taste, however, not to mix up more 
than one color on the same chain. The peas and beans 
usually take mottled tones of the color and their identity 
is somewhat lost, as they wrinkle considerably in drying. 
The cork dies evenly, and retains a mat, velvetly finish 
which in contrast to the luster of the others is particu- 
larly attractive. 

In making up these ornaments, the prettiest idea seems 
to be to string them at intervals with very small and dull 
gilt beads. Another fashion is to attach them to a heavy 
green silk cord. In either style they make a highly 
artistic and unique chain, and to those not in the secret 
of just what they are made, might long remain un- 
known. 3 

Those who have coral, or whose grandmothers had 
coral, are now revelling in the wearing of it, for noth- 
ing in the way of summer ornaments is more fashion- 
able. Strangely enough, it can be bought in this country 
quite as cheaply as in Naples, or Rome. In those cities 
the price has gone up like a skyrocket, in anticipation 
of the American demand, while here it is one of the 
things that have kept within the bounds of reason- 
ableness. Stil’ for a long and pink-tinted etring of coral 
one must expect to pay anywhere from $100 to $300. An 
inferior quality of beads is, however, to be had for a 
nominally small price. These long strings of coral are 
worn hung about the neck and knotted just below the 
waist line. At the lower end there is usually attached to 
them either a emall round box, looking like one for bon- 
bons, or a tiny fan. The purpose of the box is to hold a 
little powder puff, that all traces of undesirable perspira- 
tion may be frequently removed from the face, as the 
summer heat advances. 

The little fan has its own story to tell. It is now a 
fad among fashionable women to own a number of 
these small and inexpensive paper fans, hardly any of 
which cost over 25 cents.

So at present numbers 
of these little fans are constantly changing their owners. 
It is as though a great wave of generosity had overswept 
society. They are ubiquitous also, and are carried in 
the morning quite as well as in the afternoon and even- 
ing. Ladies are seen fanning themselyes while shop- 
ping, in tramways, in carriages and even in the street. 
Whether the well-remembered heat of last summer, or a 
desire to ingratiate with American charm the Spanish 
woman's fascination with the fan, is the inspiration of 
this custom still remains a question for individual set- 
tlement. : 
More than ever this year women are wearing imitation 
jewelry which, through the summer, will be regarded 
from the standpoint of decorative value rather than for 
its intrinsic worth.

In my three prevleus talks I told considerable 
about prophylactic treatment and what it dees. 
This time I shall talk more about other things, and 
will telt how prophylactic measures help we te 
make my work so much more satisfactory than the 
ordinary kind of dentistry. 


Saving Bad Teeth. 

About half the people who have teeth filled have 
mere or less trouble with fillings coming out. Some- 
times they stay only a few weeks... The dentist us- 
ually says it’s the teoth’s fault. He argues that 
the euamel is so very soft and chalky that it can- 
nct retain a filling, and suggests extracting the 
tooth and making a piece of bridge work. He is 
right. Merely filling the cavity can’t make a good 
tooth of it, and to fill the cavity is the best that the 
common kind of dentistry can do. Prephylactic 
dentistry is diferent. Prephylactic dentistry has 
a way of hardening the enamel and putting in a 
successful fil‘ing, and both the teoth and the ex- 
pense of bridge work are saved. I de not claim 
that prephylactic dentistry can save every dead, 
decaved, loose and chalky tooth, but it can save 
seventy five per cent. of those that other dentists 
must extract. Every toeth I fill has the necessary 
prophylactic attention, no matter how good the 
enamel er hew smail the cavity. 


Crowns. 


Imake twenty different styles of crowns. Most 
dentists make from three to half à dozen I make 
twenty because 1 find need of this variety. I 
Couldn't make fewer styles aud be able to crown all 
teeth satisfacterily. A good many conditions have 
to de with determining the style of crown needed, 
but I cannot attempt te explain them here. 

I know that my crowning is much better than the 
ordinary, and at least a little better than the best 
done anywhere else. My work in this line has three 
distiactive features that make it perfect. First, 
proyhbylactic preparation of the root and sur- 
rounding tissues; second, my twenty styles of 
crowns just spoken of, and lastly, a system of 
special adaptation tothe reot. This latter feature 
is very important. It means the difference between 
a perfect crown and an ill fitting one. An ill fittin 
crown is a menace to tooth bealth. It gathers fec 
beneath the free margin of the gums, affording a 
fertile field fur the propagation of bacteria, which 
results in the decay of the crowned root and teeth 
adjoining, and oftem causes destruction of the 
aveolar process. My gold crowns are extra heavy. 
This of course has to do with durability as well as 
the strength and satisfaction of bridge ra when 


attached. 
Plate Comfort, 


Plates are supposed to last a good while. A bad 
plate is a lasting nuisance. Perfect plates are as 
comfortable and almest as satisfactory as good 
natural teeth, I say almost, because nothing arti- 
ficial can be quite as good as the natural. Perfect 2 
plates are a trifle rare. I remodel a geod many 
plates that other dentists have made. I do not like 
remodeling so very well. Such work has but one 
redeeming feature: It affords the best kind of a ' 
chance to show skill in plate-fitting, for it’s easier | 
to preduce a perfect plate when I do all the make 

High grade materials, fine workmanship and 
careful discrimination as to size, shape and color of ee 
the teeth used are essential in the making of per- : 
fect plates. Prophylactic treatment of the mouth | 
is just as essential to perfect fit and comfort.

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ARIZONA JUSTICE. 


THE BARBER’S VERDICT ON THE KILL- 
ING OF THE SMITHSON GOAT.

P IN Arizona, four thousand feet above the level 

of the sea, far away from any railroad, the little 

town of Mineral Springs was in a state of great 
excitement, for the hotel keeper’s pet goat had been 
killed by a schoolboy. The town was worked up about 
it, because the killing was justifiable, nevertheless the 
hotel keeper demanded that the boy should be punished, 
and they had him arrested and asked that the barber, 
who was the only Justice of the Peace in all the coun- 
try round, should bring him up for trial.

I 
reckon I done wrong, Your Honor, but I'd do it agin, 
on the same provocation, for I allow that I mean to 
defend every female I find in trouble, as long as I live, 
no matter what happens to me.” 

The conclusion of this speech elicited a roar of ap- 
plause from the cowboys who crowded the doorway, but 
the judge wilted them with a glance of his eagle eye and 
a shake of his massive brow. Then he turned appeal- 
ingly to the boy’s father. “Now, Jim,” said he, don't 
you think that fine strong boy of yours could have man-

OF PROGRESS. 


SOME OF THE GREAT SCIENTIFIC DISCOVERIES 
OF THE LAST CENTURY. 


{Engineering Magazine:] Sir William Preece, in a re- 
cent address before the Society of Arts, enumerates the 
great scientic discoveries of the nineteonth century to be 
as follows: 

The principle of evolution. 

The atomic structure of matter. 

The existence of the ether and the undulatory theory 
of light. 

The principle of electro-magnetic induction and elec- 
trolysis. 

The principle of the conservation of energy. 

These he proceeds to discuss at length, showing their 
influence upon what we may expect.to follow and sup- 
plement them. In the course of evolution we may ex- 
pect selective modification to be influenced. by the man- 
springs which are acting most powerfully; the struggle 
for power, the race for individual wealth, the pursuit 
of knowledge, the combat with disease, the advance in 
comfort of living; and these forces may be expected to 
act in the future as they have in the past. 

The study of the atomic constitution of matter may 


lead to the discovery of many new elements, or possibly | 


to the revelation of the one fundamental element of 
which all others are but varied manifestations. 

The existence of the ether is still inexplicable in its 
mechanical structure, although its reality is even more 


fully accepted than ever. It offers no resistance to wave 


motion and in it energy is not dissipated away into heat, 
as in the undulations and vibrations of matter. Still no 
final theory of its structure has been produced, and that 
problem still awaits its solution in the twentieth century. 

Electro-magnetic induction is only beginning to un- 
fold its possibilities. The communication of energy 
without the use of metallic or other material conductors 
is within sight and in the form of space telegraphy has 
been partly realized. Electrical decomposition may be 
followed by recomposition and the artificial synthesis of 
organic compounds become commercially and wholly 
possible. With all these comes the principle of the con- 
servation of energy uniting the action of force, motion 
and matter in ever-changing relations, but always with 
an unchanging sum total. 


THE FIRST SILK HAT. 

It appears that the ban of the silk hat first was placed 
upon mankind by one John Hetherington, a London 
hatter, in the year 1797. It is pleasing to know that 
Hetherington was promptly arrested. A contemporaneous 
newspaper account of the affair is as follows: John 
Hetherington, haberdasher, of the Strand, was arraigned 
before the Lord Mayor yesterday on a charge of breach 
of the peace and inciting to riot, and was required to 
give bond in the sum of £500. It was in evidence that 
Mr. Hetherington, who is well connected, appeared in 
the public highway wearing upon his head what he 
called a silk hat (produced,) a tall structure hav ing shiny 
luster and calculated to frighten timid people. 

“As a matter of fact, the officers of the crown stated 
that several women fginted at the unusual sight. while 
children ran screaming, and a young man who was re- 
turning from a chandler’s shop was knocked down by 
the crowd and had his arm broken. For these reasons 
the defendant was seized by the guard and taken to the 
Lord Mayor. In extenuation, the defendant c'aimed that 
he had a right to appear in a headdress of his own de- 
siguing. What was done ultimately with Hetherington 
is not stated. Not that it mattered much: he had done 
‘the fearsome deed; he had invented and introduced the 
silk hat. and after that nothing mattered much.”—([Chi- 
cago Record-Herald. 


LITERATURE AND SNUFF. 


A further evidence of the Americanization of England 
is recorded in the dainty volume, “A Pinch of Snuff.” 
about to be issued by Lewis, Scribner & Co., New York. 
in which it is noted that the costly snuff-boxes which are 
to be a feature of the coronation of King Edward, will 
be filled with American stuff if the limited supply avail- 
able is equal to the demand. It seems that the King, 
who is already a past master in the gentle art of snuif- 
taking and whose example is reviving its use in fashion- 
able circles, has discovered that the finest snuff in the 
world is produced in America. This snuff is made from 
a particular kind of perique tobacco which is grown only 
in two parishes of the State of Louisiana. This perique 
snuff is practically unknown in America, all of it being 
taken by the fashionable European trade. It is supplied 
regularly to Pope Leo, King Edward, Emperor William, 
the Sultan of Turkey and other crowned heads. As the 
members of the court circlés of Europe are faithful 
imitators of the throne, the increase in the fashionable
